Through London Streets on Wednes- 
day Next—Final Services to Be Held 
at St. George’s Chapel, Windsor— 
Alarming Reports About the Iliness of 
the Queen—Oardinal Manning. 


Lowpow, Jan. 16.—The funeral of the Duke 
of Clarence and Avondale, heir presumptive 
to the British throne, has been set for 
Wednesday next. The body of the Duke was 
removed from Sandringham to the parish 
church this morning. The Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales, Prince George of Wales, Prin- 
cess Victoria and Maud of Wales and Prin- 
cess Victoria Mary of Teck, showed the most 
intense grief. The Princess of Wales, with 
her customery self sacrifice, strove to con- 
deal her own deep sorrow in her effort to 
console the others, She was particularly 
tender to and solicitous of Princess Victoria 
Mary, the Duke’s intended bride, and 
placed her arm about the Princess, and amid 
her own sobs, whispered words of consola- 
tion to her. The Princess of Wales and Prin- 
cess Victoria Mary are recovering somewhat 
from the shock of the Duke’s death, and are 
becoming more resigned. It has been report- 
ed in some quarters that they are both se- 
riously ill. Thisrumorno doubt originated 
from the fact that Dr. Liking, after the death 
of the Duke, remained at Sandringham to at- 
tend her Royal Highness and Princess Victo- 
ria. Thisissaidtohave been more a meas- 
ure of precaution than of necessity, resulting 
from the fear that trouble might follow when 
the nerves of the Princess relaxed from the 
severe strain that had been placed upon 
them. 

Gen. Sir Dighton Macnagilton Probyn,comp- 
troller and treasurer of the Prince of Wales’ 
household, this morning sent a dispatch to 
London denying the report which stated that 
the two Princesses are seriously ill, He ad- 
ded in his dispatch that they are as well as 
can be expected. 

The body of the Duke of Clarence will be 
taken from King’s Lynn to London on the 
Great Eastern Rallway. From the Liverpool 
street station in London it will be taken to 
the station of the Great Western Rallway and 
thence to Windsor, There will be a public 
and semi-military procession through Lon- 
Gon from one station to the other. The route 
will be kept open by soldiers. Upon the ar- 
rival of the train bearing the remains the 
coffin willl be placed upon a gun carriage and 
will be escorted by the Tenth Hussars, of 
which regimentthe Duke wasa Major. The 
Prince of Wales is Colonel of the Tenth Hus- 
sars. The body will be received at Windsor 
with military honors and vill be guarded to 
the castle by a squadron of cavalry. In the 
procession through London the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of Edimburgh and the Duke 
of Connaught will follow behind the gun, 
guarding the body. The guards will be de- 
talled along the route and keep it clear. 

It is expected that the remains will ar- 
rive at the Great Eastern Railroad Sta- 
tion, Bishopsgate street, this city, from 
Sandringham, at about 9a. m., and that the 
procession will then pass down Bishopsgate 
street to Cornhill, past the Mansion House 
and Exchange, through Cheapside, past St. 
Paul's churchyard, down Ludgate Hill to 
Ludgate Circus. The procession will then 
enter Fleet street and pass up the Strand to 
Charing Cross, through Trafalgar square to 
Waterloo place. From there the funeral pro- 
cession will pass into Regent strect to Oxford 
Circus, along Oxford street to the Elgararo 
road, and then to the Great Western Rallroad 
Station at Paddington. From that station 
the body will be taken to Frogmore, near 
Windsor, the site of the mausoleum of the 
late Prince Consort. The final funeral 
services wil), it is expected, take place in St. 
George's Chapel, Windsor Castle, as soon 
alter noon as the arrival there of the body 
Will permit.

MOURNED BY ALL. 


LONDON’S TOILERS SHOW THEIR LOVE FOR 
CARDINAL MANNING. 


Loxpox, Jan. 16.—It was, perhaps, only 
natural that in popular expressions of sym- 
pathy the death of Cardinal Manning should 
be overshadowed by the death of the Duke of 
Clarence one hour later the same day, but 
the remarkable scene inthe vicinity of the 
Archbishop’s house this evening when the 
London laborers have a half holiday, demon- 
strates what a tremendous hold the late 
Cardinal had upon the overpressed toilers. 

The dead Cardinal les in ¢apel ardente on 
the second floor ofthe residence, where the 
publie is admitted fora farewell gaze on the 
worn face of their beloved friend from 11 to 5 
| each day. The body, lying with the head 

somewhat raised, is robed in purpie chasuble, 

white mitre on head and the Cardinal’s hat 
resting on the feet. Thousands of London’s 
poor passed through. All day long an un- 
ceasing procession dropped tears upon his 
body, and when the doors finally closed forthe 
night throngs went away disappointed. 

However, as the funeral arrangements are 

not yet decided upon, the body will lie in 

state till Tuesday. The impressive expres- 
sion of popular sympathy, as exhibited in 

Westminster to-day, will be continued next 

week. 

When the London dockers’ strike was on 
last spring the Knights of Labor of America 
created a bad impression among the London 
laborers by declining to cantribute funds. 
Their hegligence in this respect was unfavor- 
ably compared with the generosity of the 
Australian Labor Unionists, but whatever II- 
feeling was aroused by this omission fs ro- 
moved by the sympathetic message of con- 
dolence received from the Knights of Labor, 
expressing sorrow at Manning’s death. The 
106 words cabled as representing the sym- 
pathy of the entire body of the Knights of 
Labor, creates a deeper impression than any 
other message of condolence 
Cardinal Gibbons and several other bishops 
of the United States have also cabled their 
sympathy. 

Cardinal Manning had promised to supply a 

paper on religion and one on labor to the 
Chicago Exhibition, but death made the 
realization of the promise impossible. But it 
is not impossible that the great churchman’s 
voice may be heard at that celebration. An 
impressive message spoken by the lips of 
Cardinal Manning with a view to it being an 
utterance to be passed duwn to posterity is 
in existence. Last Easter Cardinal Manning 
heard for the first time the weird voice of the 
phonograph in the form of a message from 
Cardinal Gibbons, between whom and him- 
self existed the warmest regard, His delight 
and wonder were remarkable. This led to 
the suggestion that a message from him be 
delivered to the faithful custody of the pho- 
nograph, that his voice might be heard when 
he had passedaway. The Cardinal was ad- 
solutely' silent several moments over 
the suggestion, which affected his 
mina witb a force akin to awe. Then 
he declared he would speak into the instru- 
ment to De beard again only 
death, the phonograph was placed in post- 
tion. Pausing some moments to collect his 
thoughts Cardinal Manning spoke a sentence 
so full of feeling and invested with so much 
solemnity that every one present was im- 
pressed with its majestic force as the 
Cardinal imparted this utterance of not more 
than fifty words. It wasthe first time that 
any one had spoken into Edison’s wonderful 
machine something explicitly intended as 
a posthumous message to posterity. It need 
scarcely be said that the dominant senti- 
ment of the words of the Cardinal was a re- 
ligious one and the language most beautiful, 
seemed to tremble with the depth of feeling 
with which it was pronounced. It was a liv- 
ing voice Geiiberately turning itself 
into a voice from the grave. Every 
one who ‘assisted in this action was 
moved with the gravity which the occasion 
assumed. The cylinder on whose waxed sur- 
face were traced the vibrations of Manning’s 
clear, rich, sharply chiseled tones was con- 
signed to Col. Gouraud to be Incased so as to 
preserve intact the faintest impression on its 
surface. The plate glass frame, ten inches 
in height, was set into an ebony case seven 
inches square. A plush covered column rose 
from the middle of this case to hold the cylin- 
der, The key was turned and the locked up 
voice was given into the keeping of Canon 
Johnson, Secretary to the Cardinal. to be 
carefully preserved until the conditions un- 
der which the message had been spoken are 
realized by its delivery to posterity. None 
but the two present when the Cardinal pro- 
nounced the words know what they are. 
This confidence they may not divulge.

Death came with 
end ofthe mass. The last letter he dictated 
and signed with the greatest difficulty was to 
Cardinal simeont, Prefect of the Propaganda 
at Rome, who died the same morning as 
Manning. 

Cardinal Mannineg’s death deprives Rome 
of her ablest servant in England. He was as 
practical af Newman was theoretical. Man- 
ning spent his whole time and strength in 
personal labor among the poor and affilcted. 
Probably one of the greatest achievements of 
his life was the settlement of the great dock 
strike, when he plodded about the docks day 
after day, mediating between employer and 
employes. It was Manning’s tact and sagac- 
ity which swept aside the blundering at- 
tempts at compromise made by the Lord 
Mayor of London and prevented a general 
strike among all the Jabor unions of Engiand. 
While endeavoring to settle this strike, 
Cardinal Manning was obliged to appear be- 
fore the Committee of the House of Com- 
mons. His reception there was one of the 
memorable features. He entered the lobby 
just as the. division bell rang. -Members 
came fiocking from the committee 
rooms, the Mbrary and restaurant. Fore- 
most among them was Sir Charles Russell 
with scores of Liberals and Irish members in 
bis train. Upon catching sight of the Cardi- 
nal Sir Charles dropped on one knee and 


surrounded by a swarm of members anxious 
to grasp his hand as they hurried to cast 
their votes. Manning was always popular 
with the Lrish members and Radicals. He 
was a home ruler of the most advanced type. 
Everything connected with Ireland touched 
his heart. He was not alwaysas wiseas he 
was earnest, It was Manning who misled Glad- 
stone about the university bill of 1873. He 
blessed it. Rome banned it and the bill was 
lost, Gladstone sketched out his original 
Irish policy tothe Cardinal years before he 
was able to put it in shape. 1

The services at the funeral Tuesday will 
begin at II o' clock a. m. Requiem mass will 
be said by Hon. Wm, Clifford, Bishop of 
Clifton, and the sermon will be preached by 
the Right Rev. John ©. Hedley, Bishop of 
Newport. The mass will be the Gregorian 
and sung entirely by the clergy; it will be of 
the most solemn character. The church, 
which is one of the most deautiful in London, 
will be shrouded in black. A lofty cata falque 
will be erected in the center aisle, around 
which lighted candles will be placed, and on 
which the casket containing the remains will 
be deposited. 

The ceremonies will be of the most elabor- 
ate character and are expected to last about 
two hours and a half. 


PRINCE GEORGE. 


STANDING IN A NEW RELATION SINCE THE DEATH 
OF ALBERT VICTOR. 

Lonpoyw, Jan. 16.—Alleyes are now turned 
toward Prince George, who had hitherto at- 
tracted no more notice than any ordinary 
sprig of royalty, but who now stands nearly 
within the rays of that ‘‘flercelight which 
heats uponathrone.’’ In an interview to- 
day Commander Robinson, Royal Navy, who 
has enjoyed unusual opportunities of inti- 
macy with Prince George In the way of 
official association, expressed to the corre- 
spondent his belief, based upon his knowl- 
edge of Prince George’s personal desires, 
that the new heir-presumptive will retire 
from the navy and realize his long cherished 
wish toenterthe army. Despite the denials 
that have from time to time appeared it ro- 
mains true that the Prince has frequently ro- 
belled against a naval career, and the 
clashing between his wishes and those of 
his father and the Queen recently reached a 
climax, the Prince declaring that he would 
not serve in the navy any longer unless given 
a first-class comm and, as he was tired of be- 
ing an underling, and especially in a service 
fhat was, even at best, distastefulto him as 
compared with that of the army. The change 
in his position which has now occurred will, 
of course, cause greater deference to be paid 
to his wishes, and he will, no doubt, soon be 
transferred to a suitable rank in the army. 

The characteristics of the Prince are now 
being discussed with the interest naturally 
felt in the personality of a probable future 
ruler of the people. Among other things it 
is stated that Prince George has a strong 
feeling of antipathy for the newspaper press, 
resembling in this respect the Duke of Cam- 
bridge. He is honest and frank in his man- 
ners, albeit rather rough. In conversation 
he is anything but refined, and makes fre- 
quent use of strange oaths,’’ evidently 
learned in all parts of the world and among 
all the people that his wandering sailor life 
has led him among. It may reasonably be 


expected, however, that erie ie one a aye

TRADESMEN IN DESPAIR. 


SIX WEEKS OF MOURNING WILL MAKE PROFITS 
LIGHT IN LONDON, 

LONDON, Jan. 16.—West End tradesmen are 
in despair over thé losses of prospective 
profits which they have sustained on account 
ofthe death of the Duke of Clarence. The 
six weeks’ period of official! mourning, though 
shorter than might reasonably have been ex- 
pected, is yet long enough to spoil myriads 
of plans that have been made for winter en- 
tertainments and festivities of various kinds. 
What makes the state of affairs particularly 
harrassing to those who derive their main 
income from catering to the luxurious de- 
mands of society is the fact that two preceed- 
ing seasons have also been exceptionally dull 
and gloomy, so that this will de the third 
bad season for the trade. Many fallures 
must inevitably result. The disappointment 
among merchants is all the more keen be- 
cause up to the time of the death in the royal 
family there was every prospect that two un- 
profitable seasons that have passed were to 
be largely compensated for bya winter of 
more than average brilliancy. The expected 
marriage of the Duke of Clarence with the 
various social events following in its train, 
were relied upon to enliven the coming 
months. Hundreds of merchants had or- 
dered immese stocks of gooas on the strength 
ofthis favorable outlook. The prospect is 
now changed to gloomy forebodings of stag- 
nation and bankruptcy. 


WEDDING PRESENTS. 


WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE GIFTS 
TENDED FOR THE BRIDE. 

Lonrpon, Jan. 16.—A delicate question has 
arisen with respect to the presents for the 
wedding. Some had already arrived. In 
hundreds of cases orders had been lodged 
with artificers for the production of desired 
gifts, while all over the country associations 
were formed for the collection of subscrip- 
tions. What is to be done withthe money 
promised or collected for presents already 
ordered? Lady Zetland, wife of the Lord 
Lieutenant, rather hastily, some people 
think, has ordered the money collected under 
her auspices to be returned: In other quar- 
ters the disposition is to wait and think the 
matter over. Wedding presents withouta 
wedding is a strange anomaly, but there is a 
desire which is spreading and which will prob- 
ably take practical issue thatthe sympathy 
felt for Princess Mary should take substan- 
tial form. It is hardly likely Princess Mary 
would tolerate any such arrangement. The

GERMAN LIBERALS WILL OPPOSE THE 
GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 


Impetus—Ali gfthe Powers Drawn Into 
the Chase for Unexplored Regions— 


Some of the Unlocked for Results of 
African Invasion-— General Foreign 
News. 


Berim, Jan. 16.<The recent series of dis- 
asters which have n German expedi- 
tions in Africa, by which the lives of thous- 
ands of dra ve have been sacrificed, 
have caused and more wide discon- 
tent throughout ny against the Gov- 
arnment’s licy. The German LIb- 
erals have d sniped to bring up the entire 
colonial policy of the Government in the 
Reichstag, Herr Von Richter, the German Lib- 
eral leader, who has been supplied with in- 
disputable facts by Lord Randolph 
Churchill and several German explorers, 
will promptiy oppose any § further 
expenditures for German colonization of 
Africa, Herr Von Richter in an interview 
to-day said: Ihe Best evidence obtainable 
shows that nota Single German-African re- 
gion is a fit field for agricultural coloniza- 
tion. There have all ajong been warning 
voices lifted against these regions and those 
have been wise who have steadily protested 
against. the — African annexation 
which has possessed Europe since 1881. The 
history . of the. seven years in this 
department the once famous doc- 
trine of commercigitycies,a period of solid 
trade followed by ohe of inflation, to be suc- 
ceeded in turn 17 an epoch of disappoint- 
ment and despaifp@r,as the term goes, of 
panic.

val that was to some extent the unforeseen 

consequences of European exploration. From 
the close ofthe Berim Congress the claims of 
France and Germany expanded and England 
seemed bound, if she was not outstripped 
andif regions opened by Englishmen were 
not to pass under foreign flags, to claim her 
share. Italy was also drawn in. Inevery 
case the result has disappointed the euthus!- 
asts. Each country finds the balance sheet of 
its new African venture to show a considera- 
ble expenditure of money, the 
loss of many Mves and no 
return except in the shape of colored strips 
on its maps. The old plan would have been 
to settle by degrees along the coast of Africa, 
keeping to the river banks and making each 
step sure before taking the next. The new 
plan arose in the Congo State from the idea 
of taking the whole area at once under civil- 
ized control and protection, and thus bring- 
ing to the natives in one short bound all the 
blessings of order, industry and trade. 

„The enterprise has proved too vast. It 
would have involved for its success the sink- 
ing of acapital such as no nation can spare 
and the creation in a region not yet access!i- 
bie except at a great cost of money and 
labor even tothe single traveler;of a huge 
structure ofroads, steamers, stations, gov- 
ernors, magistrates, police and troops. 
The same pian, without philanthropic pur- 
pose, except as after - thought is the basis of 
several of the German annexations. To 
owneterritory was the first thought; what to 
do with it was tobe considered later.

SPECULATION AS TO THE POLITICAL FUTURE OF 
"_ 'HARTINGTON—LONDON TOPICS. 

Loxpox, Jan, 16.—In ministerial quarters, 
likely to form a sound judgment on such 
questions, a strong belief prevails that Lord 
Hartington’s successign to the dukedom has 
largely increased the prospects of his joining 
the Government.

The plans of the Socialists for their pro- 
posed great labor demonstrations at World’s 
End, Chelsea, on Sunday, Jan. 81, are not yet 
fully matured. Great preparations, how- 
ever, are being made for the event. It is ex- 
pected that fully 300,000 people will assemble. 
Fifty speakers have been, arranged for. A 
meeting of leaders has been called for 
Wednesday next, at which plans will be out- 
lined. It is amost certain, however, that the 
plans of the police are the only ones that will 
be carried out. These involve the total sup- 
pression of the proposed procession, and suc- 
cess can hardly be doubted. 

It nas been asserted that the British Ad- 
miralty is proceeding very expeditiously with 
the completion of the naval reserve. As a 
fact, however, the authorities are hopelessly 
unable to obtain anything lke an adequate 
supply of officers and men. There are only 
836 eutenants on the active list at present, 
and but 280 fleet, staff and chief engineers, 
so that there is absolutely no reserve of these 
officers; and, in addition, the supply of en- 
gine-room artificers and stokers is entirely 
below the necessities of the service.

IT LED TO SEDAN, 


DISCLOSURES MADE BY PROF. GERMAIN SEE 
ABOUT NAPOLEON II. 


PaRIs, Jan, 16.—Prof. Germain See has just 
created a great sensation here by adding 
some very interesting particulars with re- 
Spect tothe circumstances under which the 
physical condition of Napoleon III. was kept 
a secret at the moment of the declaration of 
war with Germany in 1870. Hesaysthat on 
being summoned to attend the Emperor in 
June he soon divined the true state of affairs, 
and in the course of their first conversation 
he asked his illustrious patient to give him 
some idea what the condition of his health 
had been since 1964. . 

Tou have hit the mark,“ answered the 
Emperor, for my condition is due to an 
accident which occurred when I went to visit 
the tomb of my mother in campany with the 
Empress, the Princess Anna Murat and 
Madame Marette. The horses bolted, the 
carriage was upset and from.that day I never 
was the same man. 

Prof, See had expressed the wish to meet in 
consultation the doctors who were attending 
Napoleon III. and all of them assembled on 
the morning of July 8 in the house of Dr. 
Conneau,who stated the case to his colleagues 
and at the same time gave them his 
candid opinion of it. They finally yielded to 
hisarguments. Thencame the question as 
to whether an operation should be performed 
at once or whether it should be postponed 
some time. Prof. See spoke strongly for im- 
mediate action, but some of his medical 
friends advocated delay. Prof. See pressed 
his point with such effect that he eventually 
won Dr. Ricotsta over to his side. The 
dread of the responsibility to be in- 
curred was, however, 80 great that his 
colleagues asked to be allowed to wait until 
the summer was over and finally a majority 
voted for the postponement of energetic 
measures. The professor was requested to 
draw a report, which he did, and on July 3 
handed it to Dr. Oonneau, under the im- 
pression that it had been signed by all his 
colleagues. On Sept. 4, however, he ascer- 
tained this had not been done and this fact 
he learned under very peculiar 
circumstances. Jules Favre had od- 
tained possession of the document and 
sent it to his Secretary to inquire 
what it all meant. Prof. See affirms that all 
the particulars of this memorable consulta- 
tion were withheld from the Empress by Dr. 
Conneau, and he adds that Napoleon III. 
himself was not acquainted with the details 
until a year afterward. All this evidence 
is held to establish the fact as conclusive that 
neither the Emperor, the Empress nor those 
about them had any idea of the very 
serious character of the illness with which 
Napoleon was suffering, and it furnishes suf. 
ficient ground for the inference that if he had 
known the bitter truth the declaration of war 
against Germany would have at least been 
postponed. - 

The dread of the responsibility for a sur- 
gical operation thus led in the opinion of 
Prot See toone ofthe greatest catastrophes 
of modern times, and he adds that Dr.

INTERESTING MANUSCRIPTS IN POSSESSION OF 
THE FRENCH NATIONAL LIBRARY. 

Pants, Jan. 16.—According to the official re- 
port published yesterday the National 
Library has acquired some highly interesting 
manuscripts and among them the papers 
which formerly belongedto Mme. Roland. 
These include a copy of the ‘*Marsellaise,’’ 
which was made by the author, Rouget de 
Lisle, for David Angers, and all the manu- 
scripts of Victor Hugo with the exception of 
those of Hans Desland,’’ Hernani, 
Les Rayons’’ and Les Chattiments.’’ 
Among the . manuscripts which will 
shortly be published by the 
library is The History of the Iuness and 
Somnambulism of Lady Lincoln.“ This lady 
was the daughter of the Duke of Hamilton 
and the granddaughter of the Duke of New? 
castle. This ig a curious document which 
was sent to the Rue Richelieu by an anony- 
mous donor and it is probable that before 
long we shall have the memoirs of the Duc 
de Persigny, Comte Mole, Maron de Rarante 
and the Comtesse Dash, the last of whom 
was a lady novelist who wrote under thig 
pseudonym and who died at the age 
of 72, Another interesting book will be 
the Memoirs of Comtesse Gilbert des 
Voisins,’’ better known as Taglioni, the great 
dancer. These memotrs are very voluminous 
and contain the whole history of her life as 
wellas interesting details of the great Eu- 
ropean personages and courts with which 
she was brought into contact. 

A pamphleteer has created a sensation 
within the last few days by drawing atten- 
tion to the fact that the Principality of 
Monaco is legally within Italian territory 
and constitutes a danger which France can- 
not afford to neglect.

FRENCH CENSUS, 


THE FIGURES SHOWN JUSTIFY RECENT STATE- 
MENTS MADE—PARIS GOSSIP. 


Paris, Jan. 16.—The correct figures of the 
census, which was taken last April, were 
published on Wednesday in the Journal Off- 
cial. According to these figures the total 
population of France 1s 38,218,908, an Increase 
for the four years and ten months and a half 
embraced by the census of only 124,289 as 
compared with the increase of 545,855 in the 
shorter period comprised between 1881 and 
1886. The figures prove that the lamenta- 
tions of the patriots and political economists, 
who bave been sounding alarms as tothe 
gradual depopulatio#f of the country, are not 
without cause.

JACK THE SLASHER. 


Peculiar Features in the Murder of John 


Oarson of New York. 

New Tonk, Jan. 16.—John Carson, found 
in Christie street Friday morning with his 
throat cut, is believed to be the last of six 
drunken men allof whom have been mur- 
derously assaulted in an exactly similar 
manner. ‘‘Jack the Ripper’s’’ victims 
were always abandoned women; ‘‘Jack 
the Slasher’’ seemsto have a penchant for 
drunken men. All the facts in connection 
with the death of John Carson pointto mur 
derand not suicide. Carson was last seen 
alive about lo’clock inthe morning at the 
German lodging house at No. 
81 Bowery. He was drunk then 
as all the previous victims of 
the phantom ‘‘Jack the Slasher’’ were. He 
was found at 4:30 o’clock in the morning lying 
dead, with a horrible gash in his throat, in 
front of a tumble-down little stable. 
The weapon with which the deed had 
been done was nowhere about. 
It had evidently been carried away by the 
person who was responsible for his death. It 
is argued that Carson might have committed 
suicide and that the weapon had been picked 
up by some prowler of the night. But it 
must have been covered with blood and few 
wen would take a bloody knife from 
beside a mutilated body. The murder, if mur. 
der it is, has gained so much notoriety in the 
neighborhood where it was committed, that 
ifa weapon had been found by an innocent 
person after the body was removed, it 
would straightway have been connected with 
the crime and takentothe police station. 
Diligent search in the vicinity of the murder 
both by the police and WORLD reporters has 
failed to disclose tha weapon. In the case of 
all men who are sug@posed to have been 
victims of The Slasher,’’ 
similarity of their experience 
most striking.

EXOHANGING SHOTS. 


Tennessee Miners Attack the Convict 
Camps. 


COMMUNICATION BY WIRE CUT OFF 
FROM THE SCENE. 


Several Hundred of the Free Laborers 
Make a Midnight Assault on the Coal 
Creek Stockade—Train Men Passing the 
Colliery Confirm the Report of the Ea- 
gagement. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 16.—Shortly before 
midnight to-night the telegraph operator in 


the camp at Coal Oreek wired startling news. 


He said that the miners tothe number of 


‘several hundred were massing on the moun- 


tain nearthe camp amid much noise. He 
also reported that a good deal of shooting 
was being done. 

The pickets and the miners exchanged 
shots. He then said he would collect facts 
and wire them at the earliést moment. 

Since that time the operator has not been 
able to reach him, 

The mine operators here are uneasy and 
have been besieging the telegraph office, but 
can learn nothing. 

A special train left at 12:30 carrrying news- 
paper men. 

The best opinions here are that no battle 
has taken place and that the miners are 
simply trying to annoy the troops. The 
operator at Coal Oreek cannot be 
reached, though it is not believed 
that the wires have been cut. 
It may be morning before any definite news 
can be had. There are 100 troops in the 
camp. 

At 1:80 a. m. the wires are in working order 
to. the camp, butthe operator cannot be 
reached. 

Trainmen have just arrived at Knoxville. 
They say they have heard reports at Coal 
Creek to the effect that the troops and miners 
were exchanging shots, but that this was 
denied later. They say that the miners were 
simply out for a little fun,and that no trouble 
has occurred.

In discussing the action of 
the President in transmitting correspondence 
to Congress next week the idea is quite gen- 
erally impressed that if the message of the 
president is of a belligerent character it will 
simply solicit the support of Congress in the

The United States cannot, of course, afford 
to cause a rupture in the relations between 
the two countries until it nas defined to the 
Chilian Government exactly what it expects 
that Government to do and what it proposes 
to do in case the demand is refused; any 
other course will be contrary to all diplo- 


matic precedents. 

The Secretary of the Navy to-night denied 
the report that sailing orders has been is- 
sued tothe Charleston and Baltimore. The 
Charleston is not in sailing trim as her bot- 
tom is very foul and she will have to be 
docked and scraped before she will be serv- 
iceable. The Baltimore must undergo repairs 
that will take several weeks before she will 
be again ready for sea. The statement 
is also made at the department that 
but little significance attaches to the 
information cabled from Montevideo by Ad- 
miral Walker to the effect that 100 torpedoes 
have been shipped through that port 
to Chill, for the reason that these tor- 
pedoes must have been ordered long before 
the present controversy assumed a threat- 
ening aspect. Another statement discrec- 
ited by the departmentis the report tele- 
graphed from San Francisco, describing the 
charter of a coal transport to carry a supply 
of coal to some point on the South Amer- 
ican coast, This report had previously been 
denied by Admiral Brown, who was declared 
to have conducted the negotiations. 

A NAVAL OFFICIAL’S VIEWS. 

A prominent official of the Navy Depart- 
ment said to-night that the grossest misrep- 
resentation of the routine affairs of the Navy 
Department had Leen made by many sensa- 
tional newspapers of late. ‘‘As a matter of 
fact, said he, the vessels of the United 
States navy have been assigned to their win- 
ter stations within the last month or two, 
and as iscustomary, have been sent south. 
In view of the fact that the relations between 
the United States and Chill are some- 
what strained, as many vessels as 
were not required elsewhere were doubt- 
less sent to station, within easy reaching 
distance of Vaiparaiso. They have no special 
duty to perform atany of these stations and 
as there is nothing else for them todoitis 
quite natural that the Secretary should place 
them where,in the remote contingency of 
war, they would be available. With regard 
to the shipment of heavy guns and ammunli- 
tion, which has been dilated upon in these 
sensationa] accounts, there is not the slight- 
est foundation for the statement that there is 
any warlike significance attached to the fact. 
The twelve-inch gun recently completed at 
the navy yard for the Montery was begun 
more than eighteen months ago, and there 
has been no unusual haste in getting it 
ready, The same thing is true of all the 
other guns that have been completed. The 
department is constantly shipping to the 
Pacific Coast quantities of powder and pro- 
jectiies, ang there is nothing unusual in the 
fact. I notice that the launching ot the Cush- 
ing, Which was hauled out three or four 
months ago, has been pointed to as an evi- 
fence of a war-like spirit in the Navy be- 
partment, As a matter of fact 
these small torpedo boats are  use- 
ful for various purposes, and ure constantly 
being put into the water and hauled out 
again. The Cushing has received no in- 
fructions to go south and the department 
bas no intention Ot sending her there. The 
Vesuvius is now at New York and has not re- 
felved any orders to go south, though I 
haveseen reports printed stating that she 
would be soon under way for Valparaiso. The 
recent changes that have been made in her 
Machinery have been referred to as evidence 
that she Is soon to be put into active service.

SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH correspondent he 
said to-night: ‘‘In my opinion the affair be- 
tween this country and Chili will be amicably 
settled. Most of these voluminous reports 
indicating preparations for war that you 
readin the papers have no foundation in 
fact. The United States has 64,000,000 people 
to fight with. as against 6,000,000, and, of 
course, could whip her little neighbor, but 
then it can’t afford to go to war past because 
it has the advantage o rength. There is 
always somebody ready td encourage war for 
polit cal purposes or to make money out of ft. 
There are those the development of whose 
greatness depends upon a war, and in such 
an episode as this they cater to the belligerent 
spirit that is latent if’ not 
patent in every human race. our 
relations with Ohili politically and 
commercially are too remote for the exist- 
ence of any just cause for a war. A quiet life 
is too sweet and peaceful relationship with 
foreign nations is too valuable for so consid- 
erate and conservative a ople as ours to 
ever engage in war with Chili, But there is 
no necessity fora war and the people not de- 
siring it 1 apprehend no trouble whatever. 
On the contrary, I believe Chili will be put on 
a triendlier footing with this country than 
ever by the outcome of this affair.’’ 
CHILI POLICY. 

The dispatches sent out from Valparaiso 
last night, representing that a decided im- 
provement had taken place there and that no 
War talk was heard among those whose 
opinions have weight with the Govern- 
ment,’’ are belleved in official circles here to 
be inspired by a desire, if possible, to further 
prolong the present situation of affairs. That 
such is the realcondition of sentiment there 
is not believed here. The facts, so far as 
they have developed, flatly contradict. the 
statement. 

The State Department received a message 
from Minister Egan to-day, in reply to one of 
inquiry respecting the conflict of evidence 
over the character of wounds sustained by 
the Baltimore’s sailors inthe riot. The pro- 
curator in making up his finding rejected all 
the testimony offered by the Americans and 
by the condition of the necktie of Salior 
Johnson, through a ball passed to sustain his 
assertion that the wound inflicted upon the 
sailors could not have been caused by car- 
bines, with which the police are armed, but 
must have been caused by revolvers. 

Another message received to-day, the con- 
tents of which were not learned, bat which 
were said to indicate a peaceful purpose on 
the part of Chill, is supposed to refer to the 
arrest of two ofthe party who stoned Capt. 
Stone’s gig a few days ago, whose punish- 
ment is said to have been promised by Senor 
Perisa, the Chilian Foreign Minister. Secre- 
tary Blaine was seen atthe department as a 
United Press reporter, but said he had noth- 
ing to say, further than to deny the trutb of 
some exaggerated rumors aboul the cabinet 
meeting yesterday. 


BLAINE VON T BLUSTER. 


AN OFFICIAL CALL ON THE SECRETARY BRINGS 
OUT NO WAR TALK. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Five of the mem- 
bers ofthe House Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs called at the Department of state just 
before noon to-day to pay their respects to 
Secretary Blaine. This visit was in pursu- 
ance of along established custom, whereby 
at the beginning of each Congress the com- 
mittee of the House which has to do with 
foreign relations calls upon the Secretary of 
State. Usually these visits are purely formal 
and particularly is this true when the 
majority of the House is politi- 
cally opposed to the Secretary. 
But the call made by the committee to-day 
was awaited with interest, for it was ex- 
pected thatthe strained relations between 
this country and Chili would be touched upon 
by the Secretary. The five members af the 
committee were Chairman Blount and 
Messrs. Hooker, Geary, O’Donnell and Har- 
mer, and according to their statements Sec- 
retary Blaine did not make a single direct 
allusion to our relations with Chill. To the 
surprise of the committee he did call to their 
attention the necessity for speedy action 
by Congress upon the Nicaragua 
Canal project. The Secretary was 
fully equipped with facts and 
figures to support his reasoning and very 
fluently he described the political importance 
of the canal, the volume of the traffic which 
would probably pass through it and the ad- 
vantages to accrue froma retention of its 
management.and control in american hands. 
Incidentally, it was made clear to the com- 
mittee that the possession of such a water- 


| way between the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 


would be of enormous strategic advantage 
if it should he necessary totransfer our naval 
vessels from one side of the country to the 
other. 

But of Chilian troubles the Secretary said 
nota word directly. It cannot be learned 
that any communications have passed this 
morning between the State Department and 
Minister Egan, nor was Senor Montt, the 
Chilian Minister, at the Department. * 

Several Senators and Representatives called 
upon Secretary Blaine during the forenoon. 
One of the former, who is from an interior 
Western State, said that he had heard 
nothing recently from the Secfetary relating 
to Chili, buthe did feel that this country 
should now assert its dignity and spank .the 
bumptious little South American Republic. 


SECRET CHILIAN AGENTS. 


THEY ARE SAID TOBE MAKING MAPS OF PACIFIC 
COAST HARBOR DEFENSES. 

TACOMA, Wash., Jan. 16.—Secret agents of 
Chill are said to be in every Pacific Coast port 
making accurate maps of the coast and har- 
bor defenses, their vulnerable points, ap- 
proaches, etc. Trusted emissaries are said 
to have been in Tacoma ever since New 
Year’s ad are saidto have obtained accu- 
rate information. The first discovery of these 
secret agents of the Chillan Govern- 
ment was made on Jan. 1. Col. G. Donglas 
Brewerton, formerly of the United States 
Army, now aresiaent of Tacoma, and who 
spent two years in South America and is 
well acquainted with the Chilian military 
officers, claims to have made these discov- 
erles. He recognized in au idler, who was 
watching the passing Portland and Tacoma 
Foot-ball Clubs, a Chilian officer whom he 
had known during his residence in that coun- 
try. Accosting him the two began a conver- 
sation and finally the Colonel recalled 
himself to the other's memory. The 
Chilian represented that he was here as the 
agent of a Chilian M syndicate to make 
arrangements with the Jacoma smelter for 
the reduction of ores. Col. Brewerton up to 
this time had had no supicions of the Chillan. 
He knows now why the other was lying. 
He set about to wateh him and found that he 
had lodgings in the city, where he met his 
fellow-countrymenand that they made fre- 
quent trips along the sound and commoni- 
cated by mail with persons bearing Chilian 
names in San Francisco and Portland. This 
led him to believe that the real purpose of the 
presence’of these Chillans was not one of 
peaceful commerce, but of reconnoſter for 
the assistance of the enemy. He questioned 
the smelter people concerning the supposed 
mission of the Chillan and found that the 
Chilian had never attempted to open nego- 
tiations with them for the reduction of 
Chilſan ores.

TRACY'S BUSY DAY. 


FOR A TIME OF PEACE THE NAVY SECRETARY 
IS VERY INDUSTRIOUS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16.--The Navy 
Department has become the busiest place in 
Washington for a week, all on account of the 
turn of affairs inthe Chilian situation. The 
bureau chiefs are reminded of the civil war 
times, when office hours, usually so strictly 
regarded by those in the Goverment employ 
bad no meaning. The private office of Sec- 
retary Tracy was thronged all day yester- 
day with naval experts and others who were 
summoned in consultation on the Chilian 


situation. By6o’clock when the Secretary 
was joined by Congressman Herbert of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, he was in 
thoroughly unapproachable humor from the 
results of a hard day’s work. He began the 
a conference which ex- 
the hour for the Fri- 
meeting with President 
Roberts of the Pennsylvania Rallroad ana Mr. 
C. C. Griscom and ex-Senator Sewell, the 
latter directors in that road. It is under- 
stood that the subject of ready and rapid 
transportation of supplies and material was 
thoroughly discussed and arrangements for 
the concentration of ammunition at certain 
bases of supply in this country perfected. 
Another of Mr. Tracy’s visitors was Capt. 
E. A, Mahan, the President of the Naval War 
College, and an authority on the operations 
of war. He was called to Wash- 
ington to suggest the form of 
campaign in case one shall be 
necessary, the general features of which 
must be arranged in Washington and handed 
to the officers in command of the operations 
in Chilian waters to carry out with such 
modifications as circumstances may re- 
quire. Capt. Mahan spent the day in 
the Secretary’s office and when he left 
the building at 4 o’clock he had handed Mr. 
Tracy his pian of opperations in writing. In 
the consultations which he had with the ex- 
perts he had an auditor, the Naval Chief of 
Ordnance, Commodore Folger, who has been 
more frequently called in recent conferences 
| than any other officer. 


NEW COMPLICATIONS. 


CHILI REFUSES FREE CONDUCT TO THE EM- 


BARGOED BALMACEDISTS. 
VALPARAISO, Chili, via Galveston, Tex., 
Jan. 16.—Definite instructions were yesterday 
cabled Minister Pedro Montt at Washing- 
ton directing the withdrawal of Matta’s of- 
fensive note. It was presumed that this had 
been done before, but it is now known that 


the withdrawal had not been made. ° 
Anew complication arose to day with re- 


gard to the Balmacedists who sought refuge 
in the American and Spanish legations, just 
after the fall of the Dictator’s govern- 
ment, and who were permitted to 
go on board the United States cruiser 
Yorkton a few days ago. Since 


the Chilian Government has made no effort 
to prevent the departure of the refugees and 
they had been permitted to travel unmo- 
lested from Saatiaga to Valparaiso, it was 
supposed that they would get away 
to-day in safety and that there would 
be no further embarrassments growing 
out of the protection granted them by the 
American and Spanish Legations. At the 
last moment, however, the Chilian Govern- 
ment refused to guarantee the safety of the 
refugees while going from the Yorktown to 
the departing steamers, or even to agree 
that the steamers upon which they took pas- 
sage should not be segrched. 

Capt. Evans, who commands the cruiser, 
has cabled the Navy Department at Wash- 
ington for instructions. It is believed that 
instructions will be forwarded direct- 
ing that the refugees be taken 
to Mallende, Peru,on board the Yorktown. 
Whether the cruiser will be ordered to sail 
before some other war ship of the United 
States arrives here seems doubtful.

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TO A WAR FOOTING, 


The Local National Guard Receives 
Sudden Reeruiting Orders. 


ISSUED BY ADJT.-GEN. WICKHAM EN 
ROUTE TO WASHINGTON. 


— — 


Hurried Council of Officers at the Laclede 
Hotel Last Night-—Gov. Francis Also 


Starts for Waghimgton To-Day—Chilian 
War Prospects Believed to Have 


Caused the Order. 


There were sudden developments in militia 
circles in St. Louis yesterday which caused 
great excitement among members of the 
First Regiment and led tothe belief that the 
National Guard of the entire country was 
about to be recruited toa war footing under 
orders from the Secretary of Warin view of 
impending conflict with Chill. In conse- 
quence of this unexpected development, the 
biggest sensation that has stirred the local 
military for years spread through the roll of 
officers of the First Regiment, and wil to- 
day reach the rank and file through the pub- 
lication of generalorders from headquarters 
which have all the ring of war-times in their 
curt and emphatic sentences. 

Adjt.-Gen. J. A. Wickham arrived in St. 
Louis from Jefferson City yesterday morning. 
His visit was an unexpected one, and imme- 
diately following his arrival the fact became 
known that the Adjutant-General was en 
route to Washington, but that he had 
stopped over in St. Louis to calla special 
meeting of officers of the First Regiment for 
a council on sudden and serious matters. As 
soon as possible after his arrival at the La- 
clede Hotel, Adjt.-Gen., Wickham receiveda 
visit from Col. Chas. D. Comfort of the First 
Regimert, at present also commanding the 
First Brigade, N. G. M., and the two officers 
had a long and earnest talk. Its result was 
the following remarkable and significant 
general order sent to Acting Assistant 
Adjutant-General Edwin Batdorf at his office, 
with instructions to take steps to have it 
reach all company commanders by to-day at 
farthest: 

SUDDEN RBCRUITING ORDER. 
HEADQUARTERS FIRST BRIGADE, N. G. M. } 
Sr. Louis, Jan. 16, 1891. 
Genera! Orders, No. 1. 

I. Commanding officers are directed to recruit the 
companies and batteries under their command to the 
maximum strength without delay, giving preference 
to men between the ages of 18 and 30 years. 

II. Infantry companies should consist of not less 
than sixty men nor more than eighty, and batteries 
not legs than sixty nor more than 101. Only able- 

led men capable of performing active service in 
the field and who can respond to orders issued on 
ten days notice should be enlisted. 

III. Commanding officers are directed to forward 
to these headquarters by Feb. 5, 1892, special re- 
ports in duplicate of the strength of their respective 
commands, and all companies and batteries on that 


date found below the minimum of strength will be 
recommended to the Adjutant General for disband- 


ment. 

IV. All officers will conform to the custom of the 
service by acknowledging the receipt of all orders 
received by them from their headquarters. By com- 
mand COL.

* OFFICERS’ COUNCIL AT THE LACLEDE. 

The issuing of the above general order did 
not end the sudden stir in military circles, 
but was rather only the beginning of it. At 7 
o’clock last night, Adjt.-Gen. 
Wickham, Coloneland Brigade Commander 
Comfort, Capt. Sinclair of Co. F., Capt. F. 
M. Rumbold of Battery A and other officers of 
the First Regiment met in council at the La- 
clede Hotel. The conference was secret, but 
some idea of its drift was learned by the 
statement that in the midst of 
the war tank!“ brought up by the 
order published through Gen. Wickham’s in- 
struction, Capt. Rumold of the battery had 
reported that command as ready for action 
at a day’s notice, and had volunteered out- 
right for duty for the prospective Chilian 
war. 

Meanwhile, atthe First Regiment Armory 
the work of issuing the regimental orders, 
based on the general order published 
above, went forward last night with 
a swiftness that indicated strict in 
structions against a moment’s delay. 
Capt,Jesse Coningham,Regimental Adjutant 
spent the evening in the officers’ council 
room getting out the order, which will this 
morning reach all ofthe officers. The regi- 
mental order, after quoting the general order 
in full, closed with the following paragraph:

What I want to see is some foreign nation 
coming to this country to attack us on our 
own ground.

This is not guess work, 
but a matter of absolute scientific certainty.

Some years ago, when the 
wires, loaded with heavy electric. charges, 
began to go up everywhere, I predicted that 
there would be danger of the firemen 
receiving deadly shocks by the electricity 
running down the stream of water which 
might cross the wires, The insurance people 
laughed at the idea. But I tried it on a 
cat, and the cat and I found my 
theory to be true. That isto say, that I and 
the cat found it out, if there is another world 
for cats. He never knew anything about it 
in this world, 

In each fort I woyld put an alternating 
machine of 20,000 volts capacity. One 
wire will be grounded, 
would govern a stréam 
four hundred pounds pressure to 
square inch with which the 20,000 volts alter- 
nating current would be connected. The 
man would simply move the stream of water 
back and forth with his hand 
playing on the enemy as they advance 
and mowing them down with gbsolute pre- 
cision. Every man touched by the water 
would complete the circuit, get the full force 
of the alternating currentand never know 
what had hit him.

ITE SLAVERY. 


Inhuman Treatment of Seamen on an 
Oyster Dredge. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 16.—The crusade 
waged in behalf of the inexperienced and un- 
fortunate dredgers, followed up by the 
energy ofthe German society and the vigli- 
lance of the Government officigis here, has to 
a large extent put an end to the tyranny of 
the oyster captains in Maryland waters, but 
unfortunates are now shipped from New 
York to Virginia waters, where they are sub- 


jected to inhuman treatment. <A specimen 
case has just been called to the attention of 
the German society. 

No more forlorn looking unfortunates were 
ever seen than the four men who have sub 
mitted their case to the society. y are 
Angee Filange, 9 Lang, Geo Kelsch, 
and Joseph Hecht, who aoe — their faces 
the evidence of the terrible sufferings towhich 
they had been subjected. These men had ap- 
| aye atan employment agency in New York 

or work. Entirely ignororant of the hardships 
which a trip on an oyster schooner means 
for an unskilled hand, they willingly ac- 
cepted the offer for five months’ steady em- 
ployment. They shipped on 10, a 
according to their statements, were treated 
worse than convicts or slaves. They were 
brought to Baltimore at midnight on the lith 
immediately transferred to the 
schooner Summer, Capt. Light, which saued 
off to the waters of Virginia. 

Here they spent the most fearful three 
months of their lives. They were worked 
hard for sixteeg hoursa day and given only 
enough to eat to keep them from starving. 
They were, besides, subjected to the most 
brutal treatment by the captain and mate. 
Not a day passed on which they were not as- 
saulted witha hand-spike or some similar 


weapon. 
The Captain had a 
them safe, 


firearm, one of 
the men dared not remonstrate 
against the treatment received. On Dec.8 
Filange was assaulted by the Captain, and 
George Lang’Seye was so badly injured bya 
blow of his fist that he was half blinded, and 
has been sent to a hospital by the German 
society.

Was asleep and the mate dead drunk, the 
four men took the small boat and rowed 
silently away. They could not reach shore in 
the boat, and having taken off their shoes to 
avoid waking the Captain, waded barefoot 
in the icy water to the shore. 
They there put on their shoes and walked 
through the snow for thirty-five miles till 
they reached Cape Charles, whence they 
were sent to Norfolk and thence to Baltimore. 
They said that in December a New Yorker 
who worked on the Schooner Coggs received 
such severe injuries, the result of an assault, 
that he died in great pain.

Mrs. J. O. Lightner keeps a boarding-house 
at No. 2227 Olive street and is a pleasant- 
faced little woman, very prominent with her 
boarders. When shown the above telegram, 
she smiled and said that she really knew 
nothing about the matter, otherwise than 
that her husband had frequently threatened 
to make an end of himself when tiffed or 
seekin to force her to terms. She 
said that Lightner was shiftless and lazy, 
and preferred to lay about the house rather 
than earn a living. She has instituted 
divorce proceedings, and thinks that her 
husband seeks to make her believe that he is 
dead forthe purpose of having the proceed- 
ings dismissed. She received the following 
letter from him on Monday last:

OZAR ZIEGENHEIN. 

It is impossible for respectable citizens 
to read the unchallenged evidence in the 
case of the Ronsick saloon presented in to- 
day’s SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcH without a 
feeling of deep indignation at the manner 
in which, under the administration of Col- 
lector ZIBGENHEIN, the saloon law is vio- 
lated in letter and spirit, law-breakers are 
protected and the city is defrauded out of 
its proper revenue. . 

There is peculiar aggravation in the cir- 
cumstanges of this case. Therecords show 
that Ronsick.ran a saloon on Goode av- 
enue without obtaining a legal petition or 
license for nearly three months, that his 
case was continued in court without his 


appearing there at all and that an indefi- 


nite stay of execution was obtained for 
him and he was enabled, through the 
friendly aid of the Collector’s office, to 
run and dispose of his saloon business 
without paying a cent of fevenue to the 
city or suffering forhis violation of the 
law. Assistant City Attorney Mor- 
VIHILL says he never saw RonsIok, but 
the case was conducted entirely under the 
direction of deputy collectors. The very 
machinery for the enforcement of the law 
was used to mock justice and protect. the 
law-breaker. 

The spectacle of the Collector’s deputies, 
paid to enforce the saloon law, legging, 
begging and pulling to enable offending 
saloon-keepers to evade it, affords cause 
for both humiliation and anger. When the 
Collector's office, maintained to carry out 
the law and collect licenses, is used, under 
political influences and at the dictation of 
the disreputable saloon interests, as an 


agency to shield the vielators of 
the law, and in cheating the 
city out of its revenue, it is 


time té6 look about foraremedy. Honest 
saloon men will join with their fellow citi- 
ens in denouncing it as an outrage upon 
public rights which cannot be borne with 
patience. 

Meanwhile the question of the power of 
the city to protect itself from losses suf- 
fered through the connivance of the Col- 
lector at saloon frauds should be looked 
into.

LOWER EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 


Same feminine orators gathered together 
in the Metropolitan Opera-house, New 
York, last Monday night, and with. wild 
gesticulations and other manifestations of 
earnestness announced that what women 
needed was higher education. It was ap- 
parent to these estimable ladies that higher 
education developed womanly character, 
strengthened their minds and promoted 
social progress in every conceivable way. 
Then they put themselves, on record in 
some ‘‘ringing’’ resolutions well caicu- 
lated to rouse every feminine heart from 
Winnipeg to Calcutta and from London to 
Timbuctoo. 

There is nothing strange or alarming in 
this outbreak of female enthusiasm, For 
several years past other women less elo- 
quent, but not less enthusiastic, have been 
quietly and modestly working for better 
educational facilities for their sex, and 
their efforts have been crowned with suc- 
cess, Women’s colleges abound in every 
land and colleges hitherto moncpolized by 
men are one by one throwing open their 
doors to women. Higher education for 
women isan accomplished fact so far as 
facilities provided are concerned, and it 
rests with the young woman herself—sub- 
ject to peéuniary limitations—whether or 
not she shall be highly educated.’’

education is left to the colleges nothing 
can be said against it. The work done 
there is thorough and sincere. But out- 
side these institutions there is a more 
pressing need of lower education. What 
does it profita woman if she can prate 


learnedly of HeaGEL and Kant and Dante, 


and the Greek drama if she cannot do it in 
good English? How can she be developed 
by a knowledge of the Kantian categories 
and the Hegelian logic if she has neglected 
the preliminary training without which 
this transcendental information is as 
sounding brass and tinkling cymbals? 
What can clubs for the cultivation of 
social economies doif those composing them 
are unable to state a single fundamental 
theorem of political economy? Oultivation 
by chatter, tempered by reference books, 
is fearfully prevalent in every city of the 
Union among women who, in their zeal for 
the higher education, have forgotten that 
what is high must rest on what is low.

In the 
studio, finished, was the statue of Stonewall 
Jackson, now in the capitol grounds at 
Richmond, Va.; and Iwas asked to express 
an opinion of it as a portriat, the artist hav- 
ing had nothing to guide him but the small 
‘side-face photograph in circulation during 
the war. 

Finally, Mr. Foley stopped before a figure 
carefully covered with a sheet, and said: 
„Here is something I want to show you, and 
whichI could not show if you were not a 
stranger.’’ The sheet was removed, reveal- 
ing a nude statue in marble of a young man, 
apparently 23 or 24 years old. Close-curling 
hair covered the finely-shaped head—hair 
much like that seen in the busts of Marcus 
Aurelius, and a wejl-developed mustache 
shaded the lips. The face was strikingly 
handsome; the face of a high-born, high- 
bred English gentleman, in the prime of 
early manhood; a face for men to admire and 
women to love. But the form!—ihat made 
one forget everything else. I can conceive 
‘nothing more absolutely and exquisitely per - 
fect in all its proportions and all its details. 
The world-famous Apollo- Belvedere. 


Lord of the unerring bow, 
The God of life and poesy and light— 


whom Byron has pictured in verse that will 
outlast the marble,is not, to my taste at 
least, so nne a specimen of physical perfec- 
tion as this. I looked at Mr. Foley inquiring- 
ly, and he said: ‘‘That is a portrait statue of 
one of my amateur pupils, a young gentie- 
man of wealtn and high social position, Whose 
name I do not care to give. Atmy urgent re- 
quest he consented to have it done, and 1 
my self took the plaster cast of his body from 
which the work, as you seeit, was executed. 
Solcan assure you itis no exaggeration of 
the original; simply as faithfula copy as I 
could make. I have often wondered 
whether the English Apollo, when he reached 
60 would care to see himself as he was at 24; 
whether the consciousness of the change 
which years had wrought would not more 
than balance the pleusure of this embodi- 
ment of his glorious youth—a youth that 
never should have known age. 
But Time will rust the brightest blade, 
And Age will break the strongest bow; 
Was never wight so starkly made, 
But Time and Age will lay him low. 


Speaking of statues, when will some St. 
Louls millionaire immortalize himself and do 
a good thing for the city by placing a bronze 
Lafayette in Lafayette Park?—than which, by 
the way, there is no lovelier park of its size 
inallthe world, Surely the gallant French- 
man, to whom America owes so much, ought 
to have such memorial in the park which 
bears his name, and in acity whose name 
and origin are alike French, Years ago I 
made this suggestion in one of our papers, 
and was answered in the same journal by a 
correspondent who said that he did not see 
the uso of having another statue of Lafayette 
in the park when there was one there al- 
ready.

SHIPS BEDECKED WITH FLAGS, CANNONS 
ROAR SALUTES. | 


The Sultan of Turkey’s Assent to the Suo- 
cession of Abbas Read by a Special 
Envoy— Bands Render the Turkish 
Anthem and the Khedtwal Hymn—The 
New King Joins His Sorrowing 

_ Mother—The Soudan No Menace. 


Carro, Jan. 
Khedive of Egypt, arrived here about 1:30 p. 
m. from Alexandria. He was accompanied 
by a number of British and Egyptian Minis- 
ters. Draven up around and in front of the 
railroad station, near the Kantarath-el Leh - 
man bridge, over the Ismall-Lyeh Canal, was 
a most imposing force of Bntish and Egyp- 
tian troops, At the station the new Khodive 
was received by another batch of native and 
foreign officials, and was driven to the Abdin 
Palace via the Boulevard Clot Bey, the Place 
De Labours and the Boulevard Abdul 
Asiz. Those thoroughfares and the 
Place Ezbe-Hyeh were lined with troops and 
crowded with people. The prominent build - 
ings along the route were gaily decorated 
with flags, banners and bunting, and on 
every side were the evidences of the fact that 
the people of Cairo had resolved to give 
Prince Abbas a truly royal welcome, In the 

ce D’Abdin, the grand square inthe cen- 
ter of the city and facing the Abdin Palace, 
the whole of the British and Egyptian troops 
not on duty along the route of the procession 
were massed, presentinga splendid appear- 
ance, 

As the Khedive’s carriage appeared the 
troops presented arms and the combined 
bands played the ‘‘Khedtval Hymn.’’ At 
the palace stairs the young Khedive was re- 
ceived by the Vice Regal family ahd by the 
Ministers and other high officials, headed by 
a special envoy from the Sultan, who read 
a most imposing locking document, which 
turned out to be the Grand Vizier’s telegram 
intimating the approval of the Sultan of 
Turkey at the succession of Prince Abbas as 


second kKhedive of Egypt. When thi 
document had been solemnly read 
by the envoy in the presence of 


ministers, priests and highest notabilities, 
native and foreign, a royal salute of 101 guns 
was fired from field batteries and from forts 
and was boomed forth from the citadel until 
the hones of those resting in tombs not far 
from this fortification must have crumbled 
under the shocks of this brutal European 
artillery. : ri 

Then the bands played the Turkishanthem, 
the British cheered, the Egyptians gave vent 
to their feelings in various manners anda 
general holiday was inaugurated, and will 
läst until Monday next. The diplomatic corps 
were then presented to the Khedive, 
who received them most graciously, having a 
Kind word for everybody introduced. 

After the ceremonies of his installation 
were complete and afterall those who had 
assembled to welcome had received formal 
presentation, the young Khedive left the 
Abdin palace and took a special train for the 
Koubah palace, where he will join with his 
mother in sorrowing for the dead, 

The Koubah, or Kubbah palace, the resi- 
dence of the mother of the young Khedive, 
the Princess Eminah, ie near Abbasiyeh, a 
short distance from Cairo, at a spot near 
which, in barracks and in an encampment, a 
strong encampment of British troops is kept. 
This palace, which is also called the palace of 
Khedive Tewfits, formerly belonged to the 
late Mustafa Fazyl Pasha, the uncle of the 
late Khedive. The vineyards were planted 
by Ibrahim Pasha, the grandfather of the 
late Khedive, and contain numerous kinds of 
grapes from Fontainebleu. The present build- 
ing, however, may be saidto have been en- 
tirely erected by the late Tewük Pasha. In 
the distance are the plains where in 1617 the 
battle of Heliopolis made Selim and the Turks 
masters of Egypt, and where on March 80, 1830, 
Gen. Kleber with 10,000 French troops suc- 
ceeded in defeating 60,000 Oriental troops and 
for a short time regained possession of Cairo.

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Jan. 16.—The Khedtve 
has come, and Mahommed Tewfk’s successor 
assumes the role of ruler of Egypt by consent 
of the Sultan of Turkey and the heip ot the 
strong arm of the British Government. 
Prince Abbas arrived in the harbor at 8 
o’clock this morning. 

It would be dificult to imagine a more pic- 
turesque scene than that presented to-day by 
the harbor of Alexandria when the young 
Khedive was escorted intoit by the British 
man-of- war. The coust around the harbor is 
perfectly flat, the great light- house gt its 
entrance being the first object which rises 
above the colorless line of coast, the row of 
Wind- mis, light-colored buildings and the 
smoke of the steamboats. On a hill to the

fresh desires for the Soudan. In 
case the gate of the Soudan ie at 
Suakim and this fact is nowhefe so 


well understood as at Cairo. 4 great 
deal depends upon the use which Cairo makes 
of Suakim. If Suakim is conceived of as the 
basis for trading enterprise, the peaceful re 

turn of the Soudan to civilization is only a 
matter ot time. If it were looked upon as a 
military base for re-conquest, the*finances of 
Europe would soon be in disorder and the 
cycle of Egypt’s troubles and of England's 
embarrassments would begin again. Per- 
haps the most promising feature in fhe im- 
mediate outlook of the Soudan is the return 
of Emin Pasha to his province. Emin, after 
all, is a civilizer, and his ways must be more 
acceptable to the natives than those of the 
Khaliafa’s head scoundrel at Fashoda. It 
Emin Can re-open the Soudan from the South, 
he will be entitled to rank high among the 
benefactors of Africa.’’

BOYLE RESPITED. 


THE EDWARDSVILLE MURDERER GETS A WEEK’S 
LEASE OF LIFE. 1 
EPWARDSVILLE, III., Jan. 16.—Sheriff George 
Holz dia not execute Patrick Boyle to-day, 
All preparations were complete early this 
morning. Many visitors arrived, among 
them ex-Sheriff E. A. Burke of Chester and 
the Sheriffs of all adjoining. coynties. These 
were provided with passes to the execution. 
After the arrival of all morning trains 
preparations proceeded with dispatch ‘and 
the time for the execution was set for 10:30 
a.m. A profound sensation therefore was 
created when at 10:10 a. m. a telegram from 
Springfield, signed by Gov. Fifer, was handed 
to Sheriff Holz, in which a reprieve of one 
week was granted the condemned man. The 
genuineness of the order was doubted by the 
Sheriff and his advisers, especially as it was 
known that the Governor spent yes- 
terday in Ohicago and also that the 
message was not received until 10 o’clock, 
two hours after the execution might have 
taken place. Added to this, a letter had re- 
cently been received from the Governor stat- 
ing that he would not interfere with the éx- 
ecution of the sentence passed by the court. 
The validity of the Governor’s telegram 
was verified. It is not Known just 
how this reprieve was brought about, 
but it is supposed that those 
who andertook to befriend this man, backed 
by his spiritual advisor, Father J. C. Daw 
who believes Boyle mentally deficient and 
hence unfit to suffer the death penalty, find- 
ing themselves unable to obtaina commuta- 
tion of BoyjJe’s sentence, still did not relax 
their efforts and at the last moment suc- 
ceeded in obtaining thisrespite. What use 
will be made of it remains to be seen.

Mrs. Snyder hastwo children, who 
are now being cared for by the authorities. 
Quinn is locked up at police headquarters 
awaiting the result of Mrs. Snyder’s injuries. 
The shooting occurred at II o clock this fore- 
noon.

MICROBES IN THE EYE. 


| HOW THE SIGHT Is LOST THROUGH THE 


RAVAGES OF BACTERIA. 


* ; 
Wonderful Discoveries by German Sur- 
geons — Thirty Thousand Cases of 
Blindness Traced to the Little Pests— 


Newly-Born Children Most Liable. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPaATca. . 


Bacterie, the minutest living particles, at - 
tack the human body in three different ways: 
First, they invade the system mechanically; 
second,they depriveit of the nourishment 


which they require for their own susten- 
ance, and third, they depositd their product 
in the body. This latter is the most jnjuri- 
ous of all, for nearly all bacteris@ breed 
posisonous products. The so-called ptomaine 
or toxine has been chemically ana- 


lyzed dy Prof. Brieger of Berlin, and from 
these experiments he concludes that even 
the smallest quantity is capable of Killing 
large animals in a very brief space of time. 
The eye appears a very fertile soil for the 
growth of bacterie and, as they increase at 
an enormous rate, it is easily seen that this 
delicate organ must necessarily succumb to 
such an onslaught. It has been demonstrated 
that a large proportion of the diseases of the 


eye owe their origin to bacteri@ germs; tu- 
berculosis, diphtheria, erysipelas, etc., attack 
the eye as well as other organs of the body. 


Iwill briefly enumeratethe three kinds of 
bacteriz that threaten the eye, and lay down 


general rules for their prevention and cure. 
BL ORRHOE AND ITS CONSEQUENCES. 
The 6yelids (Fig. 1 and 2.), as is well Known, 
are connected withthe pupil of the eye bya 
very delicate, mobile membrane which, how- 
ever, does not extend overthe center of the 
pupil, the latter being covered by the cornea

On the second or third day after the 


birth of a child, it happens frequently 
that the lids begin to swell more or less and 
athick, yellow mucus is discharged. This

mucus which comes from the inner surface of 
the membrane of the lids begins very soon to 
attack the cornea, producing there a canker- 
ous sore (fig. 2h). This sore either breaks 
and then the eye runs out, or it heals after 
many weeks and instead of the transparent, 
clear cornea there is left a white opaque l- 
ament which causes either total blindness or 
weakens the sight very greatly. 

It has been known for many years that tHis 
mucus is very contagious; the least drop that 
entered the eye of an adult caused the loss of 
the eye within three days’ time. Many ocu- 
lists have lost their eyes by attending those 
of children, wherea drop ofthis mucus was 


Spattered in their own eye. 


The statistical census of the institutes of 
the blind in Germany has demonstrated that 
up to within a short time. one-third ofthe 
blind children lost their sight by ‘‘bien- 
norrhoe’’ (an inordinate secretion and dis- 
charge of mucus), and that the loss of sight 
of one-tenth of all the living blind is directly 
attributable to this cause. 


The number of the blind in Europe is esti 
mated at 300,000, so that 30,000 of these have 
lost their sight by this disease. How many 
have sacrificed the sight ofone eyeor the 
partial loss of the sight of both eyes cannot 
well be estimated, but the proportion is 
enormous. 

The public has often been warned by pep- 
ular articles against the dangers of blien- 
norrhoe, for only immediate treatment 
brings relief, and that even is often uncer- 
tain, while every hour of neglect is fraught 
with evil consequences. 

While this act holds good to-day, as well 
as it d.d formerly, our knowledge of the 
= of the disease is very much improved, 
and the triumpus of prevention through the 
science of bacteria, are indeed grand. 

For many years the belief was held thata 
new born child was attacked with this in- 
flammation if allowed to see daylight too 
soon. andthe rooms were, therefore, kept 
correspondingly dark. At the present day 
we Know thatthe light has absolutely noth- 
ing to do with it. 

n 1879 Prof. Neisser of Breslau discovered 
in the mucus of the diseased eyes of children 
singular bacterlae, coece, which he called 
**gonococce.’’ , 

‘hese are round microbes, which make 
their appearance in pairs. These cocc@ are 
passed from the eyelid to the eye the moment 
the child opens its eyes. They attack the 
tissues of the cornea and cause blennorrhoe.

TAKE If IN TIME. 

The old adage ‘‘an ounce of prevention’’ 
is nowhere better illustrated than in this 
instance. The disease can be entirely ob- 
viated when the necessary steps are taken 
before the birth of the child, anda physician 
cannot be consulted too soon, particularly in 
families where one child has already been 
similarly afflic-ed. 

Where this has been neglected, there are 
still certain remedies, which remove the dis- 
ease lunmediately after the birth of the child.

this eye it produced an inflammdtion similar 
to the one which had heretofore been called 
*‘‘sympathetic infammation.’’ The grape 
coccus from the second eye could also be bred 
and transplanted again. The ‘‘sympathetic 
inflammation’’ of the eyes is therefore based 
upon the migratory habit of the bacteriz. 
They pass from one to the other of the optic 
nerves which cross at the base of the brain. 

And what is the lesson deducted therefrom? 
As it is impossible to destroy the coccus in 
the eye that has been first attacked with it, it 
is best to take it out entirely, to prevent the 
transmigration tothe other. The sacrifice of 
an eye isan unspeakably serious matter, but 
it is the only operation by which the second 
can be saved. 

The ‘‘chain coccus,’’ peculiar to inflamma- 
tions ofthe lachrymary glands (fig. 7) is as 
dangerous asthe grape coccus. So iong as 
the outer membrane of the cornea (H) isina 
healthy condition, this coccus cannot attack 
it, but should the same receive the slightest 
scratch, such as is often the case, when dust 
flies into the eye, this mucus causes the most 
dangerous infammation of the cornea, which 
leads to a rapid destruction of the eye. 

The knowledge that the bacterie are the 
chief causes of suppuration has not only 
been of immense value to modern surgery, 
but tothe therapeutics of the eye as well. 
Many oculists have formerly racked their 
brains to know why, afterthe most success 
ful and technically perfect operations for 
cataracts, the entire eye was lost in three or 
four days afterwards through ulceration. 
When the great master, Albrecht Von Graefe, 
had performed sixty-one cataract operations, 
none of which were attended by uiceration 
afterwards, he felt satisfied that he had 
found the key for this brilliant result. But 
when the sixty-second, sixty-third and the 
sixty-fourth led to atotal ulceration of the 
eye, he exclaimed in his distress: ‘‘ Alas, 
this shows that not all the windows of the

which was operated on for cataract was lost 
through suppuration; twenty years ago this 
number was reduced toevery twentieth and 
thirtieth eye, wulle to-day this unfortunate 
event is one of the rareties of the age, so rare 
has it become in fact that with the last few 
years it is dificuit to demonstrage the disease 
to the students by actual cases.

Lissox, Dec. 30.—It requires nearly four 
days of steamship travel from Southampton, 
England, toreach Lisbon, the seven -hilied 
city upon the broad Tagus. 
The first land you will see is the grand 
of Roca, the last upon which 
Columbus looked when, nearly 400 years ago, 
he sailed away from Lisbon with his three 
miserable little ships and his 120 men. Like 
a white dove’s wings spread upon an emer 
ald scarf, fair Cintra gleams against old 
Roca’s sides. Shortly your stoamer’s course 
is changed to the east. Cascase is passed. 
You have ente a noble bay, which is 
alone rivaled by that of Naples, and the 
horn of whose southern crescent terminates 
in lofty and somber“ Cape Ispichell. Moun- 
tains rise picturesquely to the north and east 
behind this crescent, purple and far and 
suggestive of illimitable lands beyond, where 
the great river makes its way through the 
heights from its sources round about the 
Spanish capital;emerald or puce where the 
sun, from its liquid bed in the west, lights 
the far forests and flames the serried 


heights. 

Quaint old outlying forts appear; fortresses 
of defense and salute. Then the outer bay 
narrows to the Ria de Lisboa, Lisbon’s 
mouth, anda narrow mouth and throat they 
are; bristling with forts, capable of perfect 
defense ia these days without a fort at all; 
and after a passage Sf perhaps six miles 
through this eep and narrow channel you 
have entered an inner harbor, twenty miles 
long and from three to seven in width, where 
200,000 ships could ride at anchor in water 
scarcely stirred by wave or ripple the whole 

ear long. 

8 The harbor scenes of Lisbon are full of color 
and charm. Towers and castles, churches 
and monasteries,show from all the surround- 
ing heights. The city itself is almost as 
white and luminous as Algiers rising from 
the sea, is fair to look upon. Oraft of all na- 
tions are here. 

Down by the water’s edge is the fine broad 

uadrangle, Praca de Commercio, or Black 
arse Square, as the English have called it. 
This is bordered by the huge Stock Exchange, 
the India Houee, the ‘‘Alfandega’’ or Cus- 
tom house, the splendid naval arsenal, and 
the broad quay at the shore of the Tagus. In 
the center is the hugest memorial in Lisbon, 
the heroic statue of King Jose I., whose his- 
toric reign was contemparary with our Rev- 
olution. Forty tons of bronze are in the 
statue alone, supported by a marble horse 
and elephant carved of equal size and sym- 
metry. 

To the east a little distance along the broad 
fine quay is the Praca dos Romulares, which 
leads into the Attero, a magnificent seaside 
traffic thoroughfare of perhaps two miles in 
length. In the former are denser crowds of 
boatmen and waterside folk, and here is lo- 
cated the Caes do Sodre where strangers are 
usually landed. 

Three fine, large streets extend North from 
Praca 40 Commercio, or Commercial Square. 
Their names correspond in English to Gold, 
Silver and Cloth streets, from concentrations 
of traders and tradingin manufactured ar- 
ticles from these cammodites. This section 
of the city was entirely rebuilt since the great 
earthquake in 1775, and forms, with the great 
edifices about Commercial Square, what 
may be properly termed the business districy 
of Lisbon. 

The northern end ofthese business streets 
terminate in another praca, or park or 
square, the Praca do Rocio. In common par- 
lance it is known as Dom Pedro Square. It 18 
a splendid quadrangle, curiously paved with 
many-colored stones. The Theatre de Donna 
Maria, on the site of the Inquisition, forms 
its northern facade. The tremendous pedes- 
taland plinth of an unfinished monument to 
Dom Pedro I. stand in the center. This 
square is the favorite evening resurt of Lis- 
bon people. It is dominated on the one hand 
by the grand ruins of the Carmo, the monas- 
tery of the Carmelite monks, builtin the 
fourteenth century, and on the other by the 
Castello or vast castle of St. George from 
whose mighty walls the most glorious view 
of the city and environs can be enjoyed. 

Farther towards the mountain heights is 
the lovely Passelo Publico. This is the great 
resort of the better classes of the city, sum- 
mer and winter. It is not large, but it Is in- 
closed and exquisitely laid out in serpentine 
walks, shaded with numberless trees, and 

ssesses a wealth of statues, fountains, 
owers and birds. 

Besides these there is the interesting Praca 
da Figueira, or Flower Market, one of the 
most attractive places in Lisbon; the Campo 
Grande, over a mile in length, just at the 
edge of the city, where the riding and driv- 
ing of the aristocracy may be seen; the 
Campo de Santa Anna, where the noted Lis- 
bon Rag Fairis held weekly; the Praca de 
Sao Pedro d' Alcantara, a magnificently 
shaded promenade, witha shell grotto and 
fountains, overlooking the city and harbor, 
and a score of lesser pracas, squares, gar- 
dens and parks, where the wayfarer may 
tarry, rest and enjoy. Lisbon is peopled by 
perhaps 200,000 souls. 

Architecturally Lisbon in detail is vastly 
more interesting than beautiful. As you ap- 
proach it from the sea, with its domes and 
towers, all flanked by castellated heights 
and purple mountains behind, itis imposing 
a gran When you come to wander 
within it, you are never astonished or even 
greatly impressed by its edifices. Its churches 
are less interesting than those of any other 
city of equal size in Europe. The Church of 
the Heart of Jesus, on the summit of Estrelia 
Hill, in imitation of St. Peter's at Rome, 
without the callonnade, is the most preten- 
tious in Lisbon. The church of Sao Do go, 
the see of the Cardinal Patriarch, near the 
Rocio, is vast is proportions. The mortuary 
church of Sao Vicente is interesting chiefly 
from its containing, in curious gilt boxes, the 
remains of the illustrious dead of the royal

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A DOCTOR'S CRIME. 


The Serious Charge Mads Against a Prom- 
inent New York Physician. 
NEw Tonk, Jan. 16.—Dr, C. Ellsworth Hew- 
itt was arrested yesterday on one of the most 
awful charges ever made against a man. 


John O. Bowman, a prominent Philadel- | 


phia lawyer, charges the doctor with abusing 
his wife after placing her under thé Influence 
of powerful drugs, with forcing her tg “elope 
with him to France and then treating her 
with inhuman cruelty. Mr. Rowman ts suing 
Dr. Hewittt for $100,000 damages. Mr. Bow- 


man says that Dr. Hewitt was employod by 
him to attend his wife and children In the 
summer Of 159) and charges that the doctor, 

deliberately, wickedly and maliciousi 
planned, designed and endeavored and di 
succeed to accomplish’’ the ruin of Mrs. Bow- 
man and thereby robbed him of her affection, 
broke up a happy home and destroyed all his 
happiness in life. 

r. Bowman charges that one night in 1890 
when he was absent in Philadelphia Mrs. 
Bowman called Dr. Hewitt to her room for 
advice. While there he charges Dr. Hewitt 
drugged Mrs. Bowman and while she was 
unconscious abused her? When she recov- 
ered from the effects of the drug, it is said, 
she discovered what had occurred and de- 
manded an explanation from the doctor, 
Then it is charged Dr. Hewitt told her he 
loved her and threatened her with exposure 
and shame ifshe did not consent to continue 
the intimacy thus forced upon her. For a 
time she was dismayed, but actuated by 
fear of exposure and influenced by Dr. 
Hewiltt’s promise that he would secure for 
her a divorce from her husbana and 
then marry her and in some way mysteri- 
ously controlled by Dr. Hewitt, it is charged 
that she consented to continue the intimacy. 
Mr. Bowman chargesthat Dr. Hewitt pressed 
her to elope with him and abandon her hus- 
band. In May, 101, he charges that Dr. 
Hewitt gave Mrs. Bowman a powerful dose 
of Morphine, then told her what he had given 
her, and refused to administer an antidote 
unless she would consent to elope. Mrs. Bow- 
man refused, and the morphine began to 
work. Then, it is alleged, Dr. Hewitt be- 
came frightened at what he had done, and 
fearing lest he might haye polsoned her, hur- 
riedly summoned other medical aid. Anti- 
dotes were administered and Mrs. Bowman 
recovered consciousness. 

During all this period and upto the end of 
July, Mr. Bowman says, Dr. Hewitt was 
em ployed by him as medical adviser to his 
family and that dy reason of his position iu 
that capacity was able to carry on this in- 
trigue unknown to the husband. 

atterscametoa climax on July 14, 101, 
when Mrs. Bowman was staying at the Devon 
Inn, a fashionable resort in the suburbs of 
Philadelphia. The husband charges that on 
that day Dr. Hewitt persuaded Mrs. Bowman 
to elope with him. According to the story 
she left her children behind, and with Dr, 
Hewitt came to New York. The French Une 
steamer La Bourgogne sailed from this port 
od July 25, and Mr. Bowman alleges that his 
wife and Dr. Hewitt were passengers upon it. 
Everybody will remember the account of the 
alleged elopement published at the time and 
the pathetic story of Mr. Bowman’s discovery 
of his wife’s flight when he went to the 
Devon Inn and first learned of it from his 
elder chila, Marion, then Little more then 6 
years old. 

The affidavit goes on to say that the elop- 
ing couple landed at Havre and went on to 
Paris, where they livedas man and wife. It 
then alleges that Dr. Hewitt, having become 
tired of the woman, beganto treat her with 
cruelty. His abuse, itis alleged, became so 
terrible that the poor woman was obliged to 
appealtothe American Consul in Paris, to 
whom she told her whole story, and threw 
herself upon his mercy. He furnished her 
with means to return to America,and she 
landed here toward the end of September, 
1891. She did not dare return to ber husbanc, 
Dut went straight to the home of her xirl- 
hoed at Holyoke, Mass., 1 her husband 
says she fs now living with her parents. 

Dr. Hewitt from Ludlow Street, Jall denied 
that he had eloped with Mrs. Bowman. He 
says he met her in Paris, and claims he Is be- 
ing persecuted.

HELD FOR TRIAL. 


he Alleged Murderers of Sheriff 
Samuel Dunn. 


A BRIEF PERIOD OF PEACE IN SEWARD 
COUNTY. 


Bxamination of the Seven Men Accused 
of Dunn’s Murder Concluded — The 
N Uitia Companies Ordered Home — 
Judge Botkin in Topeka—An Interest- 
ing Interview. 


ToreKa, Kan., Jan. 16.— For the first time 
since the murder of Sheriff Samuel Dunn of 
Seward County, onthe morning of Jan. 6, 
there is reason to believe that events have 
so shaped themselves as to promise a brief 
period of peace in Southwestern Kansas. 
The examination of seven of the men 
accused of Dunn’s murder was concluded at 
liberal at noon to-day and the Kamining 
court adjourned for eleven days, when it will 
reconvene to give a hearing to such others of 
the accused men as may be apprehended in 
the meantime. 

Robert Hutchinson of Haskell County, who 
is acknowledged by Judge Botkin to be the 
man who posted him in advance regarding the 
conspiracy to murder him, was discharged. 
His arrest was caused by Judge Botkin, who 
believed that he would be safe only in the 
hands of the officers of the law. 

Herman Hinker and Charles Ornier, who 
were arrested the morning following Dunn’s 
murder while hiding in the grass in the vicin- 
ity of Judge Botkin’s residence, were held to 
await the action of the District Courton a 
charge of conspiracy to marder Judge Bot- 
kin. They were admitted to ball. C. 8. 
Anderson, Chairman of the Seward County 
Board of Commissioners; J. J. Leach, an old 
farmer living near Springfield; B. Orner, 
City Marshal of Springfield; Charlie Minton, 
son of the man who was a candidate for 
Sheriff on the Alliance ticket and who was 
beaten in the contest in court by Ray Guy- 
man, the Kepublican, and Rowen Chase,were 
positively identified by the survivors of 
Sheriff Dunn’s posse as being in the ambus- 
cade, and were held without ball, charged 
with murder in the first degree. 

Adjt.-Gen. Roberts, whoisin command of 
the troops stationed in Seward County, tele- 
graphed the Governor this morning that 
the Sheriff had notified him that 
the troops would not be needed after the ex- 
amination was over. In reply the Governor 
ordered him to send the militia companies 
home and return in person to Topeka. It was 
not known here to-night whether the Gov- 
ernor’s message had been received by the 
Adjutant-General in time for the troops to 
take the train which left Liberal for the East 
atnoon. If it was not they will have no op- 
portunity of leaving Seward County before 
Monday noon. 


JUDGE BOTKIN IN TOPEKA. 

Judge Botkin arrived in Topeka this morn- 
ing. He was accompanied by Sherif Ride- 
modr of Stevens County and Deputy Sherig 
Cusber of Sewerd County, one of the posse 
that was ambushed on the morning of Jan. 
5. Judge Botkin announced that he had come 
to Topeka for the purpose of looking up some 
important law questions in connection with 
a case in Which the legality of the sale of a 
large amount of county scrip is involved. 
Me was at frst exceedingly reluctant 
to talk about the troubles in his judicial 
district, but uttered a sweeping denial Of all 
reports to the effect that be intended to re- 
sign his ition on the bench. 

He had a long interview this morning with 
the Governor and another this afternoon 
when the Assistant Adjutant-General, the 
Secretary of state and the Attorney-General 
were present. What passed then, none of 
those present will make public. It is known, 
however, that the State officers donot 
lleve that Judge Botkin’s resignation would 
have the effect of allaying the troubles in his 
district. They belleve that should 
he resign, his enemies would feel 
convinced that they had gained a victory 
and would endeavor to force any one whom 
the Governor might appoint to succeed Bot- 
kin to take sides with them. For this reason,

digicuity. This is for Judge Botkin to hoid 
his position, but at the same time not at- 
tempt to preside at any of the terms of court 
in elther Seward or Stevens counties.

next Tuesday. The Judge will not 
be present, but on Monday will telegraph to 
the members of the Stevens County bar, and 
authorize them to elect a judge pro tem. to 
serve during his absence. He will remain 
here for several days, when he will go to his 
old home in Linn County for a short visit. 

The stevens County term of court is the 
last one to be held in the district this month, 
and no more trouble need be expected until 
February. If the Judge consents to remain 
away from the warlike tounties of Seward 
and stevens until the Legisiature meets, next 
January, he will be relſeved of all responsi- 
bility and stand in littie danger of being 
murdered. His term of office will not expire 
unt!l January? 18h, and it is now certain that 
the Legisiature will aboiish his district by 
attaching it to adjoining districts next win- 
ter. This will give him a year's salary of 
$2,500 without rendering any service, as the 
Legislature cannot legislate him out of the 
office to which the people have elected him, 
though it Will take away his occupation.

NO REASON KNOWN WHY HE SHOULD 
COMMIT SUICIDE. 


Was in Good Health and of a Cheerful 
Disposition—No Letter Was Found 
and His Relatives Think That His 
Death May Have Been the Result of 
an Accident. 


J. Clark Glasgow, the son of William Hy, 
Glasgow, blew out his brains yesterday after - 
noon at 2:80 o’clock in his room in hig 
father’s house, No, 2741 Locust street. 

The few members of the family.who rushed 
to his room with the servants on hearing the 
report of the pistol, found him lying on the 
floor with a bullet hole in his temple and the 
pistol lying beside him. Dr. Frank A. Glas- 
gow and Dr. F. G. Robinson were sent for 
immediately, but arrived too late to render 
any assistance whatever as zthe young man 
had evidently died instantly. 

: LEFT NO LETTERS. 

No letters could be found in his room to in- 
dicate any cause fof suicide, ana he had given 
no signs of despondency in his conduct. He 
has only been tn the city a few weeks, having 
come home from the mines in Colorado, 
where he held a good position, to take atbet- 
ter one with a mining corporation in Illinois. 
He was-in perfect health and very good 
spirits and had been going about in society 
very considerably up to the time of the 
death of Mr. W. A. Hargadine, 
who was a relative by marriage. 

Nothing in his behavior yesterday indi« 
cated the slightest symptoms of despondency 
or any intention of taking his own life in the 
manner he did, Wien the family realized 
what had occurred they sent out immediately 
for the young man’s father, who had not yet 
arrived home from business. The news was 
broken to him as gently as possible, but it 
was a severe Diow to bim and he was almost 
prostrated. He went home immediately and 
2 to see any but his immediate rela- 

ves. 

The young man was only A years of age at 
the time of bis death, and was born and edu- 
cated inthis city. His father is William I. 
Glasgow, President of the St. Charles Car 
Co., and his mother, who died about a year 
ago, was Miss Carlotta Sales. Me has a half- 
brother, Edward, and two sisters, one of 
whom is Mrs. Frank ©’Fallon, and the other 
sister, Susan, who is unmarried and living at 
home with her father.

The 
thought seems to be that handing and controlling 
the funds of more than one association a secretary is 
thus enabled to — , cover up a deficiency 
recs. from awiseppropriation of the money en- 
trusted to his care by his placing the funds of one 
company to the credit of another, aud thus having 
the proper amount of money in bank to its credit at 
the time his books are balanced, the bank account of 
the association from which the funds are taken be- 
ing. meanwhile depleted. 

‘hile this appears to have been the method pur- 
sued by the Secretary of the Standard, Future Great 
and Keystone Associations in covering up his defal- 
cation for twelve months or more, yet where direc- 
tors look properly after the business of the corpora- 
tion and have ite accounts keptin a systematic aad 
business like way, no matter how many associations 
one person may be secretary of, 4 defaication is 
A out of the question, I do not mean to say 

this that the directors of the associations named 
above aid not discharge their duties as thoroughly 
as they ought to have done, for 1 believe the Stand- 
ard Association was one in which the Directors 
did the directing and not the 1 Bat the 
system of accounting in each of them, we fear in 
many other associations, was so defective and of such 
acharacter that directors could not tell from time 
to time whether the money collected was sppropria- 
ted in the manner they ordered it appropria and 
supposed it to be.

Corneff, however, 
has not yet accepted any of the challenges. 


It is not likely that he will run for at least 
three months. 

The proposition by J. Ashley Cooper with 
reference to holding an English festival cov- 
ering contestsin track events, cricket and 
rowing in England every four years, isa 
move in the direction of the advancement of 
amateur athletic sports which should be en- 
couraged to the fullest extent. It seems, 
however, thatit should be madeto go both 
ways; that is, that the first meeting, held on 
precisely the same lines as suggested by Mr. 
Cooper, should take place at the World’s 
Fair at Chicago next year, thus insuring two 
festivals to be held every four years, one in 
America and one inGreat Britain, with pe- 
riods of two years between each festival. 
One can not imagine anything that would 
be productive of more good than 
the English festivals on account of 
their international aspect, and the word in- 
ternational is used advisedly, for I am fully 
conversant with the idea that they are only 
to be international in the sense that they in- 
clude the English speaking people of different 
countries. One of course fully appreciates 
that our Australian friends might deem it 
proper and fairtourge that the festival be 
held every six years instead of every four, 
every two years in Great Britain, every two 
years in America, and every two years in 
Australia. As @& means of getting at some- 
tning definite there could very easily be ar- 
ranged for a meeting of the presidents of 
college associations and the presidents of 
the large athletic and cricket clubs of this 
country, Australia and Great Britain to be 
held in their respective countries, so as to 
settle upon some plan of organization upon 
which the scheme could be formulated and 
carried to a successful conclusion. 

The meeting of the Metropolitan District 
Association of the Amateur Union, to be held 
Tuesday, Jan. 19, at the Astor House, 
promises to be avery interesting affair, the 
matter of the Ong Island Association case 
will be brought up for final adjuditation, and 
itis more than likely there will be some action 
taken in reference to the reinstatement of the 
amateur athletes disqualified for participa- 
tion in the recent games of the Seventh Kegi- 
ment Athletic Association. It would seem as 
if the A. A. U. Committee, appointed to con- 
fer with the L. A. W. Committee with refer- 
ence to the equalization of prizes, should 
take some, action, so as to bring about an 
early settlement of the question. It is also 
likely that there will be some action taken 
with reference to the National Cross Country 
Association case at the meeting.

The Zast St. Louis and Denverside 
Projects Consolidate. 


THE DONOVAN-BRADY MILE TRACK WILL 
NOT BE BUILT. 


Programme for the Opening Next Satur- 
day—Bookmakers Arrested at the Gut- 
tenburg Track—Horses Who Won Over 
$4,000 and Less Than %$5,000—The 
Jockey Club Election—Racing News. 


There will be but one race track on the 
East Side after all. Messrs. P. A, Brady and 
John F. Donovan, who were to have con- 
structeda mile track at Denverside, have 
consolidated with the East St. Louis Jockey 
Club people, and abandoned their original 
scheme. Donovan, Brady, Applegate and 
other big bookmakers were to 
have put about $60 ,000 into a 
mile track at Denverside, according 
to their claim, but by joining in with the Ul- 
man faction in the East St. 
Club, the mile track project disappears and 
the good people of Illinois will have to con- 
tent themselves with a three-quarters of a 
mile course. The new track seems to have 
plenty of backing and everything indicates 
that they will be ready toopen next Satur- 
day, the time announced. Arrangements 
have been completed to have the electric cars 
on the bridge carry passengers to the 
track from this end of the bridge in twelve 
minutes, landing the peuple near the grand- 
stand. John Carter, the presiding judge, 
and Jack Chinn, the starter of the course, 
are expected here next Thursday. Already 
there are quite a number of horses here to 
take part in the meeting,among them stables 
from Garfield Park, Chicago, and the East. 
The races are to be started at the track at 
1:30 p. m., the betting on the Eastern 
races commencing at 12:45p.m. Of course 
the new track is relying largely on the re- 
ceipts from the Eastern book, as it will be 
the only place where the St. Louis betters 
can play the Eastern and outside races. Ac- 
cording to the programme, fo far prepared, 
there will be five races a day—four for purses 
of $200 each and one fora purse of $300. The 
opening day, however, there will be a race 
for $500 instead of $300. It is called the East 
St. Louis Handicap. The programme in full 
for the opening day will be as follows:

Fourth race—The East St. Louis Handicap; $500, 
of which $100 to seeond and 330 to third. For 
3-year-olds and upwards. Entries close Thursday 
Jan. 21; weights to appear Friday, Jan. 22, an 
declaration to be made through entry box Friday, 
Jan, 22, by 4 0’clock. .

year was $24,206.23. ‘Phe tofal receipts during

Shay, for tha particular purpose. The bic- 
gest item of income was rent, $85,692 being 
collected in rents on the Shaw property in 
the eity.

Many have traveled eastward to King Sol- 
omon’s Temple, and at the great day of judgment we 
will meet in the grand temple in the world to come, 
for I truly believe that we are a progressive being, 
and this world is only a begioninug place. You can- 
not murder my soul. 

Iam only speaking now to those who desire to 
have me executed, and to those that swore falsely at 
my trial. Several parties did false swearing, and a 
detective, Peterman, had written a confession and 
had been persuading metosign. Peterman told me 


‘| that if 1 did not sign it that he would hang me to the 


cage ormob me. Ashe had already given me a dose 
of poison 1 did not know whom to trust, and I was 
alone in the jail atthe time and sick I never did 
write or make auy confession, but Peterman and 
others did write or forge one in order to collect that 
reward.

_ DRIVEN FROM SWITZERLAND. 

In 1852 the refugees in Switzerland, who had 
taken @ prominent part inthe German revo- 
lution, were expelled by the Swiss Republic. 
Most ofthem then removed to America, al- 
though many located in England and some 
in France. 

He has been in St. Louis since 1852, and his 
first work on the Anceiger was done in 1954 as 
assistant editor of the paper under Mr. 
Boernstein. He was made chief editor in 
1856, but resicned the following year and 
rounded the Westliche Port. In 1860 he sold the 
Postand went to Europe, which he could do 
now without fear of arrest in Baden for his 
complicity in the revolution of 1848, as he had 
been pardoned in a general amnesty.

When it became 
pretty certain that the Republican revolu- 
tionists would have to leave Carisruhe, the 
capital of Baden, Brentano slipped 
away from the city on the 
quiet, and when the Constitutional 
Convention met next morning and Brentano 
was notin his seat and could not be found, 
he was denounced on all sidesas a traitor 
and au order was issued at once that he be 
taken dead or alive wherever found, and if 
found alive that he be brought before the 
Provisional Congress on a charge of desertion 
and treason and other high crimes against 
the Republic. 

SIGNED HIS DEATH WARRANT. 

Mr. Daenzer and Mr. Von Rotteck as secre- 
taries ofthe convention and Mr. Pamm as 
President of it,+ signed the warrant for 
Brentano's arrest, and the very next day 
they themselves left Carisrube with the entire 
Congress and fled to Freiberg, in the south- 
ern part of Baden. 

Mr. Daenger related this on himself and 
then told how it used to amuse Mr. rentano 
to tell the story in the presence of a lot of bis 
friends.

Mr. Boernstein was Mr. Daenzer’s predeces- 
sor as its proprietor for ten years. He now 
resides in Vienna, where he hag been many 
years, and for more than score of years 
has furnished the Westlich- with a weekly 
om European affairs.

THE ROMBAUERS. 
Almost the entire Rombauer family took 
pert in the Hungarian revolution of 1848-9. 
e father of Judge R. 
E. and Col. Robert J. 
Rombauer, was for a 
time Chief of the Bu- 
reau of industry, one 
of the three depart- 
ments under the Sec- 
retary of Commerce of 
Hungary, and then 
took charge of the 
manufacture of arms 
for the new Govern- 
ment. Roderic, who 
was then a boy of 18, 
assisted his father in 
making arms for the 
revolutionists and 
moved from place to 
piace wit him, the 
whole famlly, in fact, Judge Rombauer. 
except the older brothers, going with the 
arsenal when it was removed from Pesth to 
Gross Wardein. Robert was a Lieutenant of 
artillery and another brother was aiso in the 
artillery. The latter was shot in an engage- 
ment with the Russians, the Czar hav- 
ing sent his troops to the assistance 
of the Emperor of Austria. When 
the revolutionists were finally over- 
powered by superior numbers from Austria 
and Russia, Kobert and his father were both 
made prisoners. The latter had been taken 
by Russian troops and wasto be turned over 
to the Austrian Government, but made his 
escape and he thus saved his life, as he would 
surely have been shot had he fallen into the 
hands Of the Austrians. He made his way to 
Prussia, which was then on rather unfriend- 
ly terms with Austria, although both coun- 
tries belonged to the German Confederation, 
and a little later came to America by the way 
of Belgium and England. The gold fever had 
broken out in California and the State was 
being settled up very fast by people from the 
East. Mr. Rombauer, who was a specialist 
in geology | had aninterview with President 
Taylor witha view of making a geological 
survey of California, but there 
being no appropriation for the 
work, and Mr. Rombauer veing unwilling to 
wait on Congress, he made the trip to Cali- 
forniaas a private citizen. He remained 
there, however, buta few months, when he 
returned to New Yorkand sent to Hungary 
for his family, all of whom then came to 
America, except Robert, who was now in the 
Austrian army, having been pressed into 
service after being made a prisoner, as were 
thousands of other young Hungarians. Rob- 
ert was fortunately assigned to a regiment, 
the Colonel of which was one of his own rela- 
tives, and he fared in consequence better 
thana good many of the revolutionists. 
After a year’s service he bought Mm 
self out of the army, as could be 
done under the Austrian laws, and came to 
America. After spendinga couple of years 
on a farm in Scott County, lo., the KRom- 
bauersall came to St. Louis in 1838. The 
father died the following year at Davenport, 
lo., where he had gone to take editorial 
charge of the Davenport Demokrat. 

Col. Robert J. Rombauer was an officer in 
the Union Army in the late war. He bas 
always taken a great interest in puDlic edu- 
cation and has been several times a member 
of the Schoo! Board. His brother, Roderic, 
who escaped punishment for his activity in 
the Hungarian revolution, on account of his 
youth, has also been more or less identified 
with school affairs, having been for several 
years the School Board’s attorney. He is 
now the presiding Justice of the Court of 
Appeals. 


EXPLORING NOVAYA ZEMLIA. 


A Solitary Explorer’s Years of Work in an 
Almost Unknown Land. 


From the New York Sun. 

An interesting man has for three years been 
studying the geography and physical con- 
ditions of one of the bieakest parts of the 
world. His name is K. Nossilof, and he was 
first heard of in 1988 after he had spent a year 
stucying the twin islands of Novaya Zem- 
lia, north of the European mainiand. He 
said he intended to devote five years to 
Novaya Zemlia, and be has nose pieted 
three years of investigation. This per- 
severing young Russian has returned 
every year to Archangel on the northern 
coast of Europe with valuable botanical, 
mineral, and zoological specimens. He has 
carried on his work with only one or two as- 
sistants, and they have passed at least one 
dark winter in that bleak land. Only twice 
before have white expiorers wintered in 
Novaya Zemilta. e first occasion was when 
the famous Dutch Bxpiorer, Willem Barents, 
rounded the northern part of Novaya Remiia 
and with his little party spent the long win- 
ter night of 1596-97 amid much hardship and 
discomfort on the northeast coast. The 
second occasion was not many years ago, 
when some Norwegians attached to an ex- 
oars: 1 were so enamored of the 

ife that they ied among the natives,who had 

a temporary home on the twin islands, that 
they remained behind when their comrades 
returned to civilization, and their friends 
saw no more of them for a year or two 
until they grew weary of their isolation. 

Nossilof, in the spring of 1999, reported the 
discovery of four coal fleldsand deposits of 
iron, copper, gold ard sulphur, which he said 
would pay for the working. He also collected 
a great deal of information regarding the an- 
imal life of the island, kepta caref record 
of the meteorological conditions, and sur- 
veyed a large extent of country. While en- 
gaged in tracing the coast line he discovered 
three new islands, one of which, about nine- 
teen miles long and three broad, be named 
Possiet Island. Last winter Nossiiof lived at 
western entrance of Matthew (Matotshkin?) 
Strait. He had a comfortable house, which 
had been specially constructed for him after 
his own plans in Archangel, and was carried 
on a schooner to Novaya Zemilia. 

The significance of Nossilof’s work is that 
almost single- handed and alone he is explor- 
ing one of the least known parts of the worid. 
The best maps of Novaya Zemlia show littie 
more than blank spaces in the interior. Seal 
hunters say the island is very rocky, and it 18 
likely that in the interior there are moun- 
tain chains running parallel with the coast. 
The country has no inhabitants, t is visited 


annually vy Samoyeds from the neighboring 


mainiand. In recent years a number of expe- 
ditions, scientific and commercial, bave 
touched at N ovaya Zemiia, but the island is 
still uttle known, and even the greater = 
of its coast line is not yet accurately iaid 
down on the maps. 

During the summer of 169) Nossilo! made 
several excursions into the Kara Sea, col- 
lected many birds and animals, surveyed a 

of the coast, and took soundings. He 
says that last winter was unusually stormy, 
and that the sea remained open until spring. 
Torrents of rain fell that the country was

seals were frozen on the ice and fish were 
thrown up in heaps on the shore. The 
weather during last spring and summer was 
very severe, and the temperature did not 
rise above i deg.

THE FRENCH CHURCH. 


ALL RELIGIONS ARE EQUAL BEFORE 
THE FRENCH LAW. 


The State Supports All Alike—Oauses of 
the Present Difficulties Between the 
Government and the Vatican—The Case 
for the Church. 


Special Vorrespondence of SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcu. 
Paris, Jan. 6.—The good understand in 
between France aud the Vatican, which 
many thought would surely resdlt from the 
good offices of Cardinal Lavigerie and the 
apparent sympathy of the Pope with democ- 
racy, has been rudely shaken of late. The 
events of the past month indicate clearly 
enough that between the church and at 
least the radical section of the Republican 
party there is and willcontinue to be an ir- 
repressible conflict, which needs only an in- 
cautious word to arouse it into activity. A 
foolish controversy between a tactless minis- 
ter and a wordy old bishop discloses the ex- 

istence of two irreconcilable parties. 

To upderstand the pecaliar positionof the 
parties in France on this important question 
itis necessary to go back 100 years. In the 
revolution the church in France perished 
The fury 
of the Republicans left not a vestige of the 
privileges and power of the ecclesiastics. 
Their estates were confiscated, and many 
suffered death. Those who remained per- 
formed the offices of religion by stealth and 
ministered to the #¢piritual wants of the faith- 
ful with the fear of the guilotine ever pres- 
ent in their minds. But when Napoleon as- 
sumed the title of emperor and began to en- 
tertain dynastic ideas, hesaw clearly that 
tranquility could not de expected as long as 
the people were denied the right to freely in- 
Gnige in religious exercises. Hig political 
sense Gictated the concordat or treaty with 
the Pope, by which the Church was in a 
measure rehabilitated and refounded ona 
basis less sure perhaps, but more in keeping 
with the times than the older one. 

NAPOLEON'S TREATY. 

The Concordat of 1601, which was pro- 
mulgated by the First Consul, April, 1802, con- 
tained seventeen articies. These remain 
practically in force to-dey, anddefine the 
relations between the French Republic and 
the church in France. The most important 
articles are: 

First. The Catholic Apostolic and Roman 
religion shall be freely exercised in France. 
Its worship shall be public by conforming to 
the police regulations, which the Govern- 
ment may deem necessary for the public 
peace. 

Twelfth. All the churches, metropolitan, 
cathedral, parochial and others not 
previously alienated that are required for 
worship, shall be placed again at the dis 
posal of the bishops. 

Thirteenth. His Holiness to secure peace 
and the happy restoration of the Catholic re- 
ligion declares that neither he nor his succes- 
sors shall in any manner disturb the pur- 
chasers of alienated ecclesiastical property, 
and that in consequence the ownership of the 
said property andthe rights and revenues 
thereto attached shall remain incontestable 
in their hands or their assigns. b 

Fourteentb. The government shall provide 
suitabie salaries for the bishops and priests, 
whose dioceses and parishes are comprised in 
the new circumscription. 

Fifteenth. The government shall also 
adopt measures to enable French Catholics, 
if so inclined to make foundations in favor of 
the churches. 

It win be observed that by these articies 
the First Consul permitted the re-establish- 
ment of ecclesiastical or ization in France. 
He did not establish the Catholic Church asa 
part of the State, althougn he agreed to pro- 
vide maintenance for the bishops and priests. 
The concordat confirmed the spoliation of 
the church. But Catholics even now 100k 
upon the maintenance of the bishops and 
priests by the government as in the nature of 
compensation and complain that it is far too 
meagre. 

It is thus seen that the Church Is nota part 
of the State in the sense that the English 
Church is a part of the British State. Sup- 

rt is given to all religions alike by the 

French Government. It isonly because the 
Catholics * „ the greater portion of the 
peopie that the erroneous idea has arisen 
that their Church is the special care of the 
Government. All religions are equal before 
the law, and any sectcan claim support for 
ite officers when it can show 100,00 vo- 
taries. 

ALL RELIGIONS ARE SUPPORTED. 

According to the census of 1881 the popula- 
tion of France was 23,201,708. Of these the 
Catholics number 22,923,000, or 75% r cent 
of the total. Protestant sects have 692,800 or 
1 8-10 per cent and Jews only 53,436. In former 
censuses all who refused to declare their 
faith were set down as Roman Catholics, but 
in this census these were Kept separate and 
numbered 7,654,906. Probably all these were 
secularists. 

Under the law grants are now made to 
Roman Catholics, Protestants, Jews and 
Mussulmans in Algeria. ihe grants in 1801 
are as follows:

There are 17 archbishops, 6 bishops, 50,445, 
secular clergy, besides 4,353 teachers and 
10,407 pupils in the ecclesiastical seminaries. 

Public education is entirely under the 

rvision of the Government. The Roman 
Catbolic theological faculties were suppressed 
in 1885 but Catholic universities still exist on 
condition that they submit to the usual State 
examinations. This has given rise to much 
bitterness and Catholics complain that tbe 
teaching of th — im sible 
in France. Oatholics complain bitterly of the 
exorbitant claims of the vernment as to 
education. Theology is neglected and secu- 
larism is invading even the Catholic semin- 
aries under the compulsion of Government.

NECKWEAR, ANCIENT AND MODERN. 


Some of the Odd Things Our Ancestors 
Used to Wear as Cravats. 

For a little thing that has become a neces- 
sity of life the modern necktie is about as in- 
teresting an object as one can trace back to 
early history. The ancients evidently did not 
Delieve in bundling up the neck. When cold 
they protected themselves by a woolen, cot- 
ton or silk band, called in Latin ‘‘focale’’— 
from the word **fauces’’ (throat)—

they a pe measured by the standard of 
dollars and cents. In this respect its work 
differs from that of other departments of the 
national Government. It is our province to 
gather, collate and present to the public facts 
bearing upon certain economic questions. 
These facts have a far greater value than 
mere theories in determining the effect of a 
given policy or system upon our social con- 
dition. They are eloquently suggestive to 
those who study such topics and seek by leg- 
islation or otherwise to promote the welfare 
of wage-earners, who compose the great 
bulk of our people. 

The department was begun as an experi- 
ment. Its work has been so satisfactory to 
the people of all classes that its permanency 
isassured. It was authorized in 1884 by act of 
Congress, and in January, 1885, was organ- 
ized as a bureau ofthe Department of the In- 
terior. In 1888 it was disconnected therefrom 
and made an independent department, bear- 
the game relation to the Government as that 
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Hon. Carroll D. Wright. 


formerly held by the Department of Agricult- 
ure before its head was promoted to a seat in 
the Cabinet. Thisrelationis the right and 
proper one and should be continued. Cabinet 
positions are, of necessity, more or less 
political. The department of labor is and 
should be absolutely divorced from politics. 
It isa pleasure to know that this is recog- 
nized by men of all parties. It has been my 
fortune to be atthe head of the department 
since its organization, anadlam glad to say 
that never, under either a Democratic ora 
Republican administration, have I been 
asked to do anything of a political nature, 
nor has there been a suggestion as to the 
character of our work that could have a 
bearing in that direction, This is as it should 
be, for it is clear to me that a departure from 
this rule would result in a serious impair- 
ment of its usefulness. 

Weare not noisy. We do our work quietly, 
and what is accomplished appears in the 
annual reports. Four volumes have been Iis- 
sued, and the üfth is now in the hands of the 
printers. Each year is devoted toa particu- 
lar line of inguiry. In this way much better 
results are attained than would be possible if 
it were attempted in each report to cover the 
entire field. In such a case the report would 
necessarily be meager, fragmentary and un- 
satisfactory. 

Our first volume, issued in 1886, covered the 
subject of industrial depressions at home 
and abroad. Weemployed special agents in 
all parts of our own country, as well as in the 
principal countries of Europe. A vast 
amount of information was collected bearing 
upon this subject in all its phases. The facts 
and figures Were so arranged as to render 
them“ intelligible to the reader. Convict 
labor was the topic of the second report. In 
this were included all nal institutions 
the inmates of which were em- 

loyed in productive industry. Care- 

1 inguiries were made into the 
convict system of every State in the Union,, 
and also of foreign countries. It is needless 
to say that the volume contains much food 
for thought. The third volume relates to 
strikes and lockouts in the United States dur- 
ing the six years prior to 1687. Our inquiry 
was with especial reference to the causes and 
effects of these disturbances and the result- 
ant gains and losses. The volume contains 
also a codification of our national and State 
laws bearing upon this subject. The fourth 
report is one of peculiar interest and impor- 
tance to our people. It is upon the condition 
of working women intwenty-one of our prin- 
cipal cities—their occupations, wages, moral 
character and modes of living. It is devoted 
specifically to women who are employed in 
* — and manufactories. We expect to 
further pursue this subject by investigating 
the condition of those who ply the needle, 
domestic servants and other classes of wom- 
en who earn their bread. Volume V., which 
is now nearly ready for distribution, is upon 
railroad labor. We have been at great pains 
to gather the material for this reportand I 
think with good results. We have had the 
hearty co-operation of organizations of rall- 
way employes and of the companies. Asan 
illustration I may cite the fact that several 
ofthe latter sent us their pay rolls so that 
we might have the exact truth as to the 
wages paid all classes of men. This volume 
will be ready for distribution in January. 

All these volumes are of great and increas- 
ing value. The demand for them continues 
without abatement. We have been com- 
— to issue four editions of the first and 

hree of the second. The supply of the latter 
volumes is exhausted and new issues will be 
necessary. Congress appreciates the advan- 


- tage of having these books in the hands of 


the people and is generousin its appropria- 
tions for this purpose. Itis money well ex- 
Ged, forthe books go directly to those 
ho need and value them. They are not 
thrown away by scattering them broadcast, 
but any volume is sent without cost toa per- 
gon requesting it. Not less than two hun- 
dred thousand copies of these reports have 
been distributed, and the greater part of 
them have gone directly to the working peo- 
ple of the country. 

By a system of exchange we receive reports 
on similar ye: from foreign countries. 
Those issued by this department ure favor- 
rey! reviewed and commented upon abroad. 
At the Paris Exposition ours were awarded 
the fold medaland the commissioners were 
kind enough to award another to me.

are radically different from those of any 
other.

Comparative conclusions 
are therefore much more easily reached than 
here, where we have a heterogereous 
made u from all the civilized nations 
of the lode.

The problem must solve itselt in its own way. 
Legislation cannot doit. There are unwrit- 

economic principles and laws 
must determine. There has 
long been a gradual narrowing of 
profits to capital, resulting from the in- 
crease of wages, competitive rivalry and 
other causes. Interest is lower than for- 
merly, and this is in the line of equalization, 
being tothe advantage of the borrower at 
the expense of the lender. There is at the 
same time a general — awe of many 
manufactured articles, which helps the con- 
sumer. All these elements enter into the 
question and foster the hope of a solution at 
no distant day. This is the plain logic of 
events.

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A MIGHTY HUNTER. 


FINDING NO GOLD, LORD RANDOLPH 
HUNTS WILD BEASTS AND BIRDS. 


An Exciting Chase After an Eland—Pa- 
thetic Account of the Death of an Old 
Bull—Churohill Thinks a Curse Rests 
on Mashonaland 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POSsT-DISPATCH. 
HARTLEY Hint, October 27.—While gal- 
loping after the ostrich my horse, putting his 
footina hole, came heavilytothe ground; 
I did not lose my seat but lost my rifle, which 
was thrown some yardsaway. This incident 
caused delay and allowed the ostrich to get 
too far trom us, so we abandoned the chase 
chagrined at our bad shooting and at not 
having secured the cock bird, which was in 
fine plumage. The appearance, however, of 
these great birds skimming along. over the 
plain with their somewhat grotesque action 
had been very pleasant and exciting. While 
we were dismounted watching the disappear- 
ing ostrich through a telescope three sable 
antelope approached us and stood leoking, 
about four hundred yards away. They 
seemed to be aware that we had no intention 
of molesting them, for they kept nearus for 
some time after we had mounted 
and were riding along, even when 
they had our wind, showing no 
signs of alarm. The day was very hot aud 1 
have noticed thatat midday when the heat 
is great and when thereis little wind, the 
antelope are often singularly tama Now 
again being on an eminence we spied the 
plain, the sable antelope spping also close 
by. To our joythe elands were made out 
grazing along the edge of some bush about a 
mile off. The herd was slowly approached 
and was seen to bea large one, numbering 
nearly thirty with several young calves. At 
last I had come across these big creatures 
about which I had heard so much, which I had 
hoped forso many days and dreamedof so 
many nights. The herd iooked splendid; 
conspicuous among them stood the old bull, 
in appearance almost twice as big asthe 
cows and very majestic. Off they trotted into 
the bush as we came within five hundred 
yards, after them we cantered and 
were soon close on their heels. 
The eland is not speedy like the roan ante- 
lope, or hartebeest, or sable antelope 
he hardly ever goes out of atrot, but when 
alarmed this trot keeps a horse at a good 
hand canter toremain within shooting dis- 
tance. Iwent after the old bull, who soon 
left the herd and, accompanied by a single 
cow, took over the plain, Ina patch of bush 
this cow abandoned him and he trotted along 
all alone, a great fine beast. Three times I 
missed him; my fourth bullet hit him high in 
the haunch near the tall when he was about 
one hundred and fifty yards away as he was 
crossing aspruit. Then I saw he could go no 
longer and rode up slowly within twenty 
yards of him. Ithink this was the best mo- 
ment of hunting Icould ever pass. I shall 
never forget the sight of this noble and com- 
manding bull eland, looking at me most re- 
proachfully and from time to time moving 
away afew paces very slowly. There was 
nothing ungainly or convulsive about his at- 


titude or action asis often the case with 


other wounded buck when the hunter draws 
near. When dismounting I gave him a bullet 
behind the shoulder he moved away 
a few more paces and lay down quite grace- 
fully on the ground, sighing, then turning 
on his side, stretching out wide apart his 
fore and hind legs and again relaxing them, 
he expired ina position of complete repose. 
I suppose I will be laughed at, but I Was 
much impressed with his manner of death 
and full of admiration not unmixed with pity 
for this grand antelope. In weight he must 
have exceeded a thousand pounds, his horns 
were long, straight, thick atthe base witha 
spiraltwistinthem. Lee came up and we 
had hard work to cut branches and grass 
sufficient to cover and hide so large a beast. 
From twenty to thirty pounds of the meat, 
taken from the back and breast, we cut off 
at once and attached to our saddles, and 
when mounted we must have looked likea 
perambulating butcher’s shop. It was well 
that we carried off so much meat with us, as 
@ grass fire blazing in the vicinity 
impelled by the wind after our 
departure enveloped and consumed 
our fine eland bull, and on the morrow ‘‘the 
Baboon’’ found but a charred carcass, the 
horns being the only portion of the remains 
whith the flames had been unable to destroy 
or spoil, A long ride of ten or twelve miles

There is little of attraction 
in Hartley Hill itself. The Kopje has an 
unhealthy, stuffy appearance, and its sanl- 
tary character corresponds with its appear- 
The soil has been much tainted with 
numerous outspans. A veritable plague 
of common black files persecutesone from 
morning till evening; for some reason or 
other the fresh breezes which daily sweep 
over the veldt scarcely seem to penetrate to 
or in any way relieve the oppressive atmos.- 
phere of Hartley Hil, On the higher peak of 
the Kopje Messrs. Johnson, Heaney & Bor- 
row have, with their usual enterprise, erect- 
ed huts and storehouses. On the other and 
lower peak, Mr. Graham, the Mining Com- 
missioner, has his officesand abode. Many 
stories of adyentures with lions were current 
when I arrived at Hartley Hill. On the first 
night I was there a lion broke intothe kraal 
of the firm mentioned above, situated close 
to where I was outspanned, killed and car- 
ried o a donkey. This lion on two suc- 
cessive evenings returned to his prey, 
and shots were fired at him 
without effect. One of the prospectors in the 
service of Sir John Willoughby hearing a 
noise went out in the dusk of the early morn- 
ing, and seeing three large animals fired at 
them with his rifle and laid them all low. 
Sunrise revealed to him that he had siain 
three of his master’s donkeys. I found on 
getting to ~ ey ! Hilithat Mr. Alfred Beit, 
accompanied by Messrs. Perkins and Rolker, 
had gone into the Tsetse fly country to in- 
spect some reefs about the wealth of which 
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sable antelope bull, after a re 
stalk, and also an old ram reit 
chased a large herd of roan antelope, which 
led us down some terribly rocky and stony 
ground where galloping was almost 
m possible. We managed however, 
to kill the old bull of the herd. 
Iremained in this camp for two days after 
Mr. Perkins had returned to his mines and 
his reefs, but got little sport. The buck had 
been too much chased and had mostly aban- 
doned the locality. On one morning my 
hopes were excited by coming across a large 
outcrop of apparently good looking quartz. 
This, however, when panned, was found not 
to contain any gold. Two days after my 
return to Hartley Hill Surgeon Rayner and 
Hans Lee went out to try and get a buck or 
two, at the camp was in want of fresh meat. 
A nobler game awaited them. Two lions 
were seen stalking a herd of roan 
antelope. The former were at once 
pursned a one of the couple 
soon had three bullets in his hind 
quarters. Retreating into some high grass 
he afterwards charged and chased his hunt- 
ers, getting rather tooclose tothe doctor to 
3 — pleasant. This was his last effort, 
forhe was badly wounded, and a bullet in 
his head terminated his wicked career. As 
fine a specimen of a lion as could be seen. He 
measured twelve feet from the tip of his nose 
to the tip of his tall, his skin was in perfect 
condition, his mane bushy and dark colored. 
The doctor returned to camp greatly pleased 
with his most exciting and fortunate ad- 
venture. The indefatigable Lee rode out 
again in the evening and killed a sable 
antelope and a hartebeest, so that we were 
not deprived of fresh meat on account of 
the lion. An expedition in this country is al- 
most entirely dependent for fresh meat on 
the buck which are killed. The natives will 
not part with their sheep and goats. While 1 
was at Hartley Hul a trader came in from 
Bulnurgo with slaughtered oxen bought 
from Lobengula from the- Chartered com- 
pany. I procured from him two good sheep 
and a goat. The fat mutton was found by all 
to be a real 1 . 

Eight thousand miles nearly have to oe 
traversed before we see England again. 
The choice of route also perplexes; whether 
to retread the weary and monotonous path to 
Victoria and Tuli, or whether to attempt to 
reach the coast via the Pungive, braving 
„the fly,“ the fever and the discomfort of 
being deprived of all ‘wheeled vehicles, fur- 
nishes matter for frequent and anxious de- 
liberation. The gold district of Manica has 
still to be visited, but expectation is lowered 
and hope no longer glows. For now I arrive 
at the most unsatisfactory portion of my 
narrative and have to makea melancholy and 
mortifying confession. My early letters to 
you have reached me here like chickens 
come home to roost,in whichI find that 1 
more than once wrote about the wealth and 
tertility of Mashonaland as ofa fact about 
which there could be neither doubt nor ques- 
tion. An extraordinary concurrence of 
opinion on the part of many travelers, con- 
firmed largely by historical record and by 
the traditions of generations, altogether mis- 
led me. But the truth has to told. Masho- 
naland (so far as isat present known, and 
much isknown) is neither an Arcadia nor an 
El Dorado. The discovery that the Mazoe 
River gold district wasa disappointment,that 
noexpectations of fortune could be derived 
from it, was borne with comparative 
equanimity, for all were assured, those who 
had been resident in the country for some 
time and those who had recently arrived,that 
the mineral wealth in the district of Hartley 
Hill would more than compensate for the 
deficiencies of Mazoe.. It seemed impossible 
that such a mass ofapparently substantiated 
report and of rumor could: turn out to be al- 
together valueless and misleading. I speed- 
ily found out, however, that this was the 
case. Mr. A. Beit with his party returned 
from their examination of the much talked 
about ‘*‘Eiffel’’ district much disappointed. 
These reefs are somewhat OS age A 
considerable outcrop, much 0 which 
when broken up showsa wonderful appear- 
ance of visible gold; this, however, when ex- 
tracted by crushing and pannigigis found to 
be of the finest and thinnest character. It 
seems to have been deposited in small flakes 
by water filtering through the cracks and 
crevices of the quartz;so much 60 that ore, 
which at first sight might lead even the ex- 

erienced to hope that it would yield three or 
our or even more ounces to the ton, actually 
results in the production of from half a dozen 
to a dozen pennyweights. As with ‘‘the 
Eiffel’’ reefs, so with very many others. 
Again where the gold is of a coarser and better 
quality firmly amalgamated with the quartz 
itself, then the reef is found either to have no 
appreciable 8 ore atany appreciable 
depth to yield hardly any appreciable gold. 
Hardly an excepti to these general char- 
acteristics has yet been discovered. A large 
amount of rumor has found its way to Hart- 
ley Hill as to the richness of the reefs on the 
Umswezi River. Mr. Mackay returned from 
an expedition there extending over some 
days, but reported that he had found nothing 
of promise,and the specimens that he brought 
back with htm when crushed gave but poor 

rospects. Another district some fifty miles 
rom here down the Umm River, 
where is situated the Mammoth River 
about which much talk had been made (as 
also the Lo Maqundi district) ,is I expect of no 
better character than those Ihave already 
written about. Many prospectors, some 
working for syndicates, some on their own 
account, many of Australian and of Amert- 
can experience, have now been occupied in 
these districts for some time. Not one, al- 
though they are all yon ggg A communica- 
tive, appears to beableto claim or to be 
desirous even of claiming that he has discov- 
ered anything of value or promise. Day by 
day I see them abandoning the country with 
the usual expression that it is not good 
enough for them.’’ 

I may, however, qualify the unfavorable 
opinion of the gold producing capacity of 
this ‘district expressed above by the mention 
of thé fact thatIhave in conjunction with 
Mr. Alfred Belt purchased half the property 
in one of the mines 8 to Messrs. 
Johnson, Heaney & Borrow. he purchase 
money is to be expended on the immediate 
development of the reef, on which up to now 
little or no work has been done. Ifthe reef is 
found on examination to go down some hun- 
dred feet or so, tobe three or four hundred 
feet wideatthat depth andto yield at that 
depth the same amount of gold which it 
yields atthe surface, then the mine will be 
one of some value, But looking to the gen- 
eral character of the other reefs in this dis- 
trict I have little expectation that this will be 
the case. 

If these general conclusions of mine are 
correct, and I fear they may be, the question 
presents itseif and is found to be almost un- 
answerable, what is to be done with this 
country? Agriculture on a large scale, cattle 
ranching or sheep farmin except for 
the feeding of a large mining population 
would be a wild and ruinous enterprise. The 
climate seems to be altogether adverse to 
colonization and settlement by small emi- 
grants. Moreover if this region of Africa, so 
excéptionally fayored in some ways by 
nature, isfound to be of little value, how 
infinitely worthless for all Europea

Meeting With a Vessel From Australia 


via the Suez Canal—A View of the 


Rocky and Desolate Balearic 
The Fog-Horn. ;

From the Azores to Gibraltar the weather 


was charming. The ocean grew quiet and 
the skies beautiful. There were clouds, but 
they softened ang brightened, The new moon 
came out slender and exquistte, and far down 
in the western sky the star of the evening 
sparkled on the delicious blue like a diamond 
incomparable on velvet. 


The day was delightful, and at night the 


great interest if our little world was in the 
fact that if our iron-planet steadily described 
its appointed course over the shining, 
rounded face of the sea, we should be very 
early on Monday at Gibraltar. In the even- 
ing we saw the dim line of a coast we were 
told was Portugal, though it is my im- 
pression our first view of European 
land was of Spain. Then came lights im lofty 
towers, each with peculiarities known to all 
sailors of these seas. Among them later was 
one that bears the memorable name Trafal- 
gar, where Nelson settled the question of the 
supremacy of England over the oceans, and 
Napoleon had to find his consolation at Aus- 
terlitz. Dec. 7 the passengers were early 
risers. (It is, the afternoon of that day, and 
Iam seated on deck, without an overcoat, 
writing these lines in comfort. The western 
sky is red and pale goldin layers, and the 
silky glowing waters of the Mediterranean are 
murmuring around the ship, which is going 
with greater ease than the ordinary steam- 
boat on ariver. Ifeelthe vibration of the 
screw that drives us, like a pulsation in the 
deck. We have been looking long at the 
snowy mountains of Spain, and are now out 
of sight of land. We are about as far from 
Genoa as Cincinnatiis from New York. Our 
long plume of smoke bears away toward 
Africa. The yellow western light falls on the 
paper as I write, and I close at once the port- 
folio and the parenthesis. ) 

The ship was unqulet, but not from the swell 
of the sea, the night before Gibraltar, The 
mighty rock, one ofthe pillars of Hercules 
that stood forages at theendof the world, 
and became one of the gate posts of the new 
continent when the mystery beyond the At- 
lantic was revealed, has one of the names 
that strike the imagination. It ranks with 
Jerusalem, Constantinople and Rome inthe 
memories and fancies ofmen. Passengers 
were eager to see the reality so often pic- 
tured. Over twenty were going to leave the 
company for a tour in Spain. 

Long before day there was a hum all over 
the riveted hive, containing 1.200 human 
creatures. The Spanish lights flashed on the 
left. We had passed the Trafalgar light, 
There was a shadowy mass in the east—over 
It a sparkle of stars. Low by the sea, with 
somber background, there was seen the 
twinkle of many lights;on the right, emerg- 
ing from the shadows, a red glow; beyond it, 
miles away, awhite spot, like a keen star 
just beginning tofade inthe eastern light, 
What is that?“ was the question. The an- 
swer came, ‘‘Gibraltar!’’ To bo sure, how 
the ship has pierced the dim waters and the 
shadowy mists. To be sure it is Gibral- 
tar, a gloomy bulk, with the distinct resem- 
blance of the British lion as Landseer drew 
him fur Nelson’s monument in Trafalgar 
Square. Slowly the portentous rock was 
revealed, the distances lessened, the light 
increased. The rea signal marked the point 
projecting farthest into the famous strait. 
The spark tothe right was on the African 
shore, now plainly outlined. The hill that is 
the southerly Pillar of Hercules, looming on 
the horizon, commands attention and there 
are grander lumps of mountain swelling to 
the right. It was witha sense of something 
eventful in one’s experience to catch this 


glimpse, the first, and in all probability the 


last, of the huge continent, the most dark- 
some and mysterious on the globe—the conti- 
nent ofthe Nile and the Congo—of Egypt, 
Ethiopia and the oppressed race, for whom 
is foreshadowed a glorious vindication in an 
immense destiny. 

We had at last crossed the ocean, and were 
at the historic portal of the splendid sea in 
the middle of the earth—fhe sea whose shores 
are three continents—th® waters whose surf 
whitens the front of Egypt and Palestine, the 
isles and peninsulas of Greece, the-venerable 
marbles of Athens and Venice, the ruins of 
Carthage, the Bay of 1 and that re- 
ceive the yellow Tiber, rich with the recol- 
lections of gigantic avershadowing Rome. 
Here is the mid-ocean that borders with 
splendor Southern France and Spain, and 
Alps-bound Italy, and for a foothold upon 
which the prodigious Empire of Russia 
— for centuries passionately longed in 
vain. 

All the way over we had never heard one 
hideous blast from the foghorn, and the in- 
experienced travelers did not Know the 
happiness of the omission. The signal light 
was given. Then our steam whistle found 
its awful voice, and such a blast was blown 
as would have interrupted the thunders of 
the battle of the Nile. Another big ship had 
Just arrived and was swarming, smoking and 
steaming nearus. She had four masts—the 
foremast with yardarms, Her name was the 
Oceanic, and she was from Australia by way 
of the Suez Canal traits 
of Gibraltar for While 
we were tossing Western 
Atlantic, this ship had been plowing the In- 
dian Ocean and the Red Sea; andso we find 
the Bay of Gibraltar the half-way house bo- 
tween the Old and the New, and there is a 
feeling that the stately rock before us is the 
magnetic center of the affairs of our race, 
When we found our waiting-place the shi 
was surrounded by boats, the first of whic 
were manned by 2 traders, and 
soon there was a brisk trade inS ish funs 
and bandkKerchiefs, pictures, with the beau- 
ties of the land and the brawn of the bull 
fighters in their gaudy dresses, spangled and 
bedizened. Close at hand was the break- 
water, and behind it the big British ironclad, 
Thunderer, ready at any hour to justify her 
name. The British colors flew from our fore- 
mast, and the cross of St. George never had 
looked to me quite so brilliant and formida- 
ble. Among our passengers were Britons 
and Canadians, ladies and gentlemen, and 
they were radiant with pride. There is no 
spot over which the British standard files 
that soappeals to the glory and vanity of 
England, or that so advertises the plenitude 
of her power as this,‘ and the subjects of Her 
mse i the Queen and Empress have a 
right to exult that they are of 
a nation whose strong hand is felt in every 
land. As one studies the rock it * to 
grow. Upon its summit the signal station is 
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elouds touched with dazzling colors. The 
photographs and engravings do not tell the 
whole grandeur and loveliness, | 
On ] the Spanish shore 
was 3 defined. On the right 
the African hills were presently indis- 
tinct, andthen lost. There was an inex- 
pressible charm in the quiet, scintillant sea, 
and the soft low wind that gave the glassy 
space about usa silkenripple. Hours passed 
‘and we were off the Moorish coast, and knew 
that Malaga was at the head of the indenta- 
tion in the coast across which we were 
steaming, and that the land the Moors have 
mourned for four hundred years was behind 
the Sierra whose spurs were visible in the 
northeast. . 

With morning came the Balearic Islands, 
extremely rocky and wild and desolate as we 
viewed them. The first was Ivosa, whose 
southern point resembles a colossal cathe- 
Aral. Later was the larger one of the group, 
as the name Majorca would indicate. his 18 
fittv-three by forty-one miles in extent, and 
has nearly 300,000 inhabitants, w 
Skirt the most inhospitable coast, 
and see but a few houses and on 
the monntains scraggy forests of su- 
ver pines and wild olive trees. The pano- 
rama of the coast is almost startling, it is so 
picturesque. Every moment the eye finds 
some surprise, and each change is a pleas- 
ure. The next island that interests us is 
Minorca, with 200 square miles, near 50,000 
people, a mountain—Toro—1,200 feet high, on 
4 — is a castle visible in fine weather forty 
miles. 

(As I write we are still in full view of Ma- 
orca. Thereisa schoolboy recollection of 

ajorca and Minorca that haunts me—some 
imaginative construction of a kingdom in the 
days of youth in the heart of the Mediterran- 
ean. It seems iikea song heard so long ago 
that all dut two or three words are gone. 
What were Majorca and Minorca to me?

Supervisor of Electric Lighting Andrew J. 
O'Reilly orders the lamps put up at the rate 
of twenty-two a month, and the company 
puts up four a month on an average. Super- 
visor O'Reilly is under the direction of Pres!i- 
dent Geo. Burnet, who is strongly opposed 
to the policy suggested by ex-President 
Henry Flad, who wants the city to use its 
right of forfeiting the contract. So Sfiper- 
visor O’Rellly has been writing very polite 
letters to the company and getting back most 
cavalier replies. Here is asample of this 
sort of thing: 

MR. CAMPBELL S INDIFFERENCE. 

Some months ago Supervisor O'Reilly 
ordered some lights in the northwestern part 
of the city and they were not put * After 
long waiting the Ashland Place Improve 
ment Association, a company of property 
owners who Knew their rights, wrote tothe 
Supervisor and he in turn wrote to Mr. 
Campbell, then the President of the com- 
pany, asking him why the lights had not 
gone up. President Campbell replied with 
this able note: 

„Mr. Ayer, our general manager, ts now in the 
Kast, and will return during the early part of next 
week, when I will have him give his prompt atten- 
tion to the watter contained in your letter, and will 
urge that the lamps suggested in your communica- 
tion be among the first that are erected in the north- 
ern part of the city. 

Observe the suggested. The letter 
sounds as if President Campbell had been 
asked for a favor by Supervisor 0’ Reilly. 
Over a year ago a light was ordered by the 
Supervisor. it was an important one, and 
he repeatedly reminded the company that it 
bad been ordered, but it ald not go up. 
Finally, Dec. 29, Supervisor O’ Rel]ly wrote to 
the company as follows: 

Street light No. 2.400, on Bayard 
the St. Louts and Suburban Ry., is badly needed. 
Was ordered Jan. 30.1891, and has not been lighted. 
Please hasten its erection. Your failure to light 
this and other lights within thirty days after being 
ordered constitutes a violation of the contract for 
the city lighting.’’ 

It has been two weeks since that letter was 
written. Noanswer has been sent to the 
Supervisor, nor has the light been put up. 

NEGLECTING LIGHTS NOW UP. 

The reason 5 the company doesn’t put 
up these new lights is that the profit on them 
is so much smaller than on commercial bus- 
siness that it pays to put all its men at work 
on its private lines. It econimizes, at the 
expense of the city in another way,too. It 
employs an utterly inadequate force of men to 
take care of the lights now swung, and the 
consequence is that many of them are out 
every night. In December Supervisor 
O’Rielly got these reports of lamps out for 
the entire month: 

Municipal 1,989, Missouri 119, and Laclede 
209. Of the lamps of the Municipal that were 
reportéd out, 37 per cent were out all night. 
This shows that they went out ore 
neglect, and not because of a broken circuit, 
whichis an unavoidable electric accident. 
For each lamp out all night, Supervisor 
O'Reilly deducts 22% cents, but the company 
understands that it can better afford to let 
the money be deducted than to pay for atten- 
tion to the lamps. . 

Now, said Supervisor O’Reilly, after 
showing these figures, it will be under- 
stood why I want a Change in the contract. 
We have no way of compelling the compan 
to put up these lamps as they are ordered, 
except by forfeiting the contract on the 
ground of its violation. As that seems not to 
be the policy of the city, we ought to have 
some other way of forcing it to give thecity 
lamps when they are needed. The way to do 
it is to put in the contract a fine for each 
lamp that is not put up in thirty days after it 
is ordered. 

CAMPBELL AND THE COMPANY, 

When K. A. McDonald of the Fort Wayne 
Electric Co. was made President of the Mu- 
nicipal Lighting Go. his predecessor, James 
Campbell, announced to the newspapers that 
he was out of the company’s management 
entirely, and President McDonald made his 
dreadful threat of laying down the city con- 
tract ifthe price was not raised, and went 
back to Fort Wayne, where he became in- 
accessible to the interviever. Mr. 
Campbell lay in ambush here and 
watched the discussion of the President’s 
announcement. He thought he saw symp-~ 
toms of sympathy with the company in the 
talk of the city commissioners, and, still 
desiring to keep in the background. went to 
Councilman Albert Arnstein and got him to 
introduce the increase bill. The councilman 
respected Mr. Campbell's wishes by refusing 
to say who had given him the bill, but he 
was willing to admit that he 
thought it would not pass, an 
was anxious for it to be understood that he 
had placed it before the Council only ‘‘by re. 
quest.’’ All the Commissioners of the Board 
If Public _ Improvements assumed a passive 
attitude toward the Dill, and it went 
in its progress through the Council.

Mr. Campbell then adroitly suggested 
that discussion of the bill would 
would bring out a good many things 
about electric light matter that people were 
interested in, ‘‘I don’t ex t the bill to 
pass, he urged, artfully, but I want it to 
get in before the committee so we can make 
our statements.’’ 

e Councilman was unmoved, The Dill

would have had some votes dy the time it got 
to the committee, if Mr. CampbDell’s argu- 
ments to save it had prevailed. ‘*The Posr- 
DISPATCH struck the bili bard just at the right 
time, said er Commissioner Meuath.

AN OFFER TO ARNSTEIN. 

After Mr. Campbell had found out that his 
pares: work would be neededto get his 

lll through he offered Councilman Arnstein 
the place of special attorney for the com- 
pany, with a salary which is put by 
some at $5,000. The Councilman 
took time to consider the proposition 
and decided to refuse it. The circpmstantial 
evidence of the case tends to show that the 
offer was made before the Councilman intro. 
duced the bill, but the statements of those 
who heard of the negotiation are that it wag 
after that. 

MR. CAMPBELL DISCONCERTED. 

Mr. Campbell, through all the discussion of 
the bill, has been always willing 
to receive newspaper men with 
much politeness. His only regret 
has been that he didn’t know enough about 
the affairs of the company to tell them more. 
ou must ask Mr. McDonald,’’ he has said, 
whenever a leading question about the com- 

ny’s work would be put. He came forward 
Pleasantly to meet a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter. 

**What was your object in offering Council 
man Arnstein a salary to become your attor- 
ney?’’ he was asked. 

AN ADMISSION IN ANGER. 

Mr. Campbell’s eyes became fixed, and he 
did not reply immediately. He seemed to be 
thinking pretty fast, however. I never 
heard of sucha thing, he said at last, I 
don’t know anything about it, what business 
is it of yours?’’ he added, then cropping his 
suavity, as anger seemed to overcome bim. 

An offer of that kind to a Councilman 
from your company at this time means some- 
thing, don’t it?’’ 

People who know the broker as the good- 
humored Jim Campbell would hardly have 
recognized him now. His manner had lost 
every particle ol the diplomacy that usually 
marks it, and his imperial was quivering 
with rage. 

tell youl don’t know a thing about it,“ 
saidhe. ‘‘Why don't yqu go and ask Arn- 
stein. It’s his business and the com- 

ny’s, ain't it, if he’s been asked that. 
‘hen the broker indulged in an oath that 
sounded very big in that small office. ‘‘The 
troubie with you fellows all the time is that 
you don’t know where to draw the line be- 
tween your business and somebody else’s 

Dusiness,’’ said he. 

THE COUNCILMAN EXPLAINS. 

Councilman Arnstein was seen and told that 
it would be much to his advantage to 
make a full statement of the 
whole transaction between him 
and Mr. Campbell. The Oouncilman was at 
first on his guard, but being told that the 
story was becoming known considered a mo- 
ment and then saying, Well, I’msorry it’s 
out, made an appointment for a later hour. 
At that time be met the reporter again. 
M nat did they do with that bill?’’ he asked. 
J have just come back from Boston.

‘*Well, I'm glad they made that disposition 
of n, said the Councilman, ‘‘Now tell me 
who gave you this information about me?’’ 

He was told that the report had come from 
a statement ot hisown. ‘*Well,’’ said he, 
I'm sorry the thing has become known, be- 
cause I don’t belleve that Jim Campbell 
meant anything wrong in the matter, and 1 
would be sorry to hurt him. Ido business 
with him, buying stocks sometimes, and our 
relations have been friendly, of course. 
Some time ago e came to 
me to have his bill introduced, 
and I did it because it was the fair thing to 
introduce it. Then he came to me and said 
that the company wanted to make a change 
in its attorneys. He told me 
reasons for wanting to make 
change, dut they are not to the point. 
then said thatthe company had decided to 
offer the place of attorney to 
myself and Charles Nagel. He said the 
fees would be between §2, and $3,000 a year. 
I told him that in view of pending legislation 
I thought it would not be the proper thing 
for me to acceptthe proposition, and he re- 
plied thatif I felt that way he would not 
force his offer. 

CONCEALING THE HOOK. 

Of course he couldn’texpect me to appear 
in any legislation as the attorney, but 
he wanted my services only in outside 
matters not at all connected with 
my public office. I took some time to think 
over the matter and saw some of my friends 
about it. Some of them advised me to take 
the offer. They said they thought I was man 
enough torise abovethe considerations of 
= connection with this company in any leg- 
islative matters, and 1 thought so too. The 
law is my means of livelihood, and I felt 
certain that if 1 took the office 
I would not let it operate towards 
influencing me in the Council. But other 
friends of mine told me that it would hurt 
me, and my motives would be misunderstood 
and so I declined it. I felt very Kindly to- 
ward Mr. — 1 pos I don’t suppose he 
meant by that bill to rob anybody, exactly, 
and I didn’t want to lose his friendship. 

MR. NAGEL’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Nagel is the lawyer and ethical culture 
lecturer who ran for the Council on the Inde- 
pendent ticket when Councilman Arnstein 
was elected. He said to-day that he had 
been managing the case of the company for 
a long time, and the others had been turned 
over to him recently. Mr. Arnstein was not 
connected with the company’s litigation. He 

hought it was not proper for him to discuss 
he offer made to Mr. Arnsteinatall. For his 
own past he knew nothing of the company’s 
business or legislative plans. He had noth- 
ingatall todowith itand did not think he 
would have. 


TO AFRICA IN SIXTEEN HOURS. 


The Flight of Swallows Calculated by a 
Frenchman. 

A Frenchman by name of Desbouvrie, 
says Le Petit Journal, launched on the air on 
the 7th of September, at Paris, two trained 
carrier swallows. The birds ascended 
straight into the air, then flew around in a 
circle once or twice and departed in the 
direction of Roubaix, where they arrived 
soon afterwards. They traversed the dis- 


tance of 125 miles in an hour and a quarter. 
Another Frenchman whose home is at Creil 
made the observation that a swallow which 
he had trained traversed a distance of eighty 
miles in an hour. Based upon this experi- 
he calculated accurately 
0 a time it takes the

and leave as in the fall to pass the ocean in 
— of their winter quarters. The distance 
m Paris to Tripolis is in round figures 
1,260 miles, and taking the e rapidity 
of the flight of the birds to be 80 miles per 
hour, the little tourist should arrive at its 
destination in about sixteen hours. While 
this is, of course, only an approximate cal- 
cuiation it demonstrates the fact, neverthe- 
less, that migrating birds can escape over a

HUNGER AND WANT.

An Unusual Amount of Destitution in 
the City. 


A VISIT. TO THE POVERTY-STRICKEN 
QUARTER OF ST. LOUIS, © 


Need of Assistance From the Charitably 
Inclined—Work Done by the Post- 
Dispatch’’in Relieving the Sufferings 
of the Unfortunates—Method of Distrib- 
uting Contributions—The City’s Poor. 


Poverty is as old as the world. “The poor ye 
have always with you, said Jesus. Poverty 
and misery have gone hand-in-hand with 
progress, culture and refinement, and the 
paradox is perpetually presented of the world 
growing richer and poorer atthe same time. 
Students of sociology tell us that the rich are 
growing richer and the poor poorer. Per- 
haps this is so. Anyway, right here in 
St. Louis there is a woful amount 
of suffering and destitution this winter. The 
ravages of la grippe have sapped the little 
savings of hundreds of families, laia tne 
bread-winners low and famished the de- 
pendants. The Post-DISPaTcH, which al- 
ways responds to the appeal of the deserving 
destitute, has been called upon more fre- 
quently than of yore, this winter, to make 
public appeals for help for starving families. 

A HARD WINTER. 

Hardly aday passes that some new case 
does not come to light in these columns. 
Still, great as is the help thus offered, it is 
but adropin the bucket as compared to the 


misery all around thecity. As before stated, 
this winter is a peculiarly hard one, for la 
grippe has been at work now three years, 
and there exists hardly a family in the city 
that has escaped. Savings banks have felt 
the influence in the withdrawing of deposits. 
Landlords feel the effect in tardy and lapsed 
rentals. And so it goes, the poor growing 
poorer. ' 

None know better thanthe police the ex- 
tent ofthe destitution of the present time. 
and many is the dollar that blue coats dis- 
pense in unostentatious charity. The police 
inthe Third District comein contact with 
more poverty than their brethren in other 
districts, for the mews and alleys of Morgan, 
Bidale and Collins streets are within their 
balliwick. 

POVERTY PLENTIFUL. 
There is a power of suffering among the 
r people this winter, remarked the 

luff sergeant, as he stood warming his back 
in the Third District Station last night; a 
power of suffering, sir. I have seen dying 
mothers and starving children freezin 
within a hundred yards of the station. 
know that these fellows who make a study of 
such things have got it down on papérthat 
no one hasarightto be poor, that it is the 
result of improvidence and bad manage- 
ment. Maybeitis, sir; but that is no reason 
why we should let them starve. What good 
does it do to teil a starving, shiverin 
woman that she ought not to be starving an 
shivering, that her worthless sot of a hus- 
band ought to support ner in comfort? It 18 
not a lecture in economics that she wants, 
but bread and warmth. Faugh! If these too 
good theorists were a mth on the force 
they would learn that thifes are not run as 
they, ought to de in this world, but as they 
are. 

The Sergeant mopped his ruddy face with 
his handkerchief, for the energy of his 
harangue had started great beads of perspl- 
ration. 

SQUALOR NOT ALWAYS POVERTY. 

Do you want to see some poverty?’’ he 
continued. ‘*Yes? Then button up your coat 
and come along with me. You must 
not mind foul smells or disgusting 
sights; you have got to get used to 
them if you goslumming. Nowl want to tell 
you one thing, young fellow,’’ said the Ser- 
geant. Those fine people who do nothing 
but theorize have got an idea that the 
poorest people are those who look the most 
abject. That is where they make a mistake. 
I have found more than one person dead, 
who the doctors said had been starved, 
and in almost every instance they were bet- 
ter appearimg than their immediate neigh- 
bors. As a rule it is the proud people who 
starve. They prefer death to begging, and 
die before they are reduced to rags. 
When the charitable women go out to hunt 
for poverty they usually mistake squalor for 
destitution. Now | tell you that this is one of 
the eatest mistakes. There are certain 
squalid classes among whom you rarely find 
a family in destitution. 

gut a great many people who are really 
in comfortable circumstances impose upon 
the charitable, and are not above accepting 
that charity which rightfully belongs to 
others. 

IN POVERTY’S HOME. 

By this time the Sergeant had arrived at 
**Dago alley, an ill-smelling hole running 
off Morgan street, between Seventh and 
Eighth. In spite of the frosty atmosphere 
andthe frozen ground the alley was foul- 
smelling. Theelectric lights that hang at 
either entrance of the inlet hardly served to 
illuminate the interior. Low houses line the 
way, but the place is well enough known and 
no description of its unsavory surroundings 
is necessary. Destitution was what the 
PoOsT- DISPATCH man andthe Sergeant were 
looking for. An old man who was found in 
the alley said that all the residents were 
poor, but that there were no cases of des- 
titution. 

„That's how it is,’’ explained the officer. 
They are all r, Dut none are indigent. 
Now, come once with me to Castle Thunder. 
There you will see destitution. ’’ 

AT CASTLE THUNDER. 

Castie Thunder is a notorious den. Itis 
inhabited by a mixture of various races, in- 
cluding negroes. Castle Thunder stands on 
Eighth street, north of Morgan, and runs 
through to the alley.

At present we have 134 individual renters, 
and I think there are not over 600 people in 
the house.

What, in two rooms?“ 

Wuy, yes, in one. We don’t rent an 
apartment to more than a single family, but 
if that family takes one or two boarders. we 
can’t interfere. 

**Destitution? Yes there are a few cases, 
admitted the agent.

SEVERAL DESTITUTES. 

In room 18, poor, cold and uncared for, lay 
Mrs. Sara Moska, a Hungarian, sick, dis- 
couraged and hungry: A sickly chiid saton 
the footofthe bed, But two weeks ago they 
had taken this woman’s husband, a young 
man, away to the hospital, an incurable con- 
sumptive, and his death is momentarily ex- 
pected. Poor Mrs. Moska earned 7% cents a 
day picking ragsinthe rag factory, but her 
sickness has thrown her entirely out of re- 
sources and approaching confinement finds 
her destitute and starving. 

In room lives Mrs. Vovachsaska, a Polish 
woman, whose husband deserted hera year 
ago, leaving her with a dying baby. rs. 
Vovachsaska has also supported herself by 
picking rags, sending her oldest child to 
school, while two others remained home. 
Now she can do nothing—a sad case. 

In corner rooms, 36 and 37, was founda case 
that appeals to the charitable. For years 
a French woman of about 50 has lived there. 
Beyond the fact that she calls herself Martfng 
nothing is known of her. The agent does 
not Know whether she is maid, wife or 
widow. She is too proud to appeal for help 
and she is perishing of want. She has lived 
for years on a small sum, economizing 
in every way. No it is all gone. She has 
not worked. She now cannot work. It is 
thought by some that. she has enjoyed a small 
annuity and that it has been cut off; by others 
that she has spent the last money of her sav- 
ings. Now she has nothing and starvation is 
all she has to look forward to. Don't think 
my people the objects of compassion,’’ said 
the agent, for they are not. With the ex- 
ceptions named and possibly a few more, the 
tenants are at least-comfortable. Some save 
and last month a man moved out of this 
house and paid $5,000 fora home. Last year 
eleven families moved out into homes of their 
Own.

A GOOD WORK. 

The Provident Association and the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, the only two systematic 
charities in St. Louls, have beea taxed more 
than informer years to answer the appeals 
that come to them from every quarter of the 
city this winter. Despite thelr nobie work 
and much individual charity new. cases of 
destitution come up faster than they can be 
cared for. To the Huttig Sash 
& Door 50. 8 Employes’ Mutual 
Ald Soclety belongs the creditof a commend- 
able move to assist the poor of the city. 
Their plan and the rich suggestion they offer 
is that the employes of every factory in St. 
Louis contribute to the wants of every case 
of destitution that comes within their neich- 
borhood, Within the shadow of some of the 
big industrial plants there are cases of abso- 
lute want which the employes in factories 
close at hand would giadly assist if they had 
knowledge of them. In order to better under- 
stand the scope of the new movement a 
Post-DIsPATCH reporter called on C. : 
Huttig, President of the Huttig Sash & Door 
Co., yesterday afternoon, but he was rather 
reluctant to say anything. 

MR. HUTTIG’S STATEMENT. 

‘*The Mutual Ald Society is composed of all 
of our St. Louis employes,’’ hesaia. It 1s 
officered and managed by its own board of 
directors, but I would prefer to have you see 
Mr. McConnell, our factory superintendent, 
about this matter. He is treasurer of 
the society, and knows all about 
its workings. I am sometimes 
called upon for suggestions, and at such 
times give them all the time and attention 
that they call for, and give them such advice 
as I think proper.

WHAT THE POST- DISPATCH HAS DONE IN AN-

In the first place, if it is not handed to 
a counter clerk in this Office, itis sent n a 
letter by mail and, after passing through the 
regular routine at the Post-office, is delivered 
by carrier to the counting-room or business 
office of the Post-Dispatca.

oft the communication, 

by the mall distribution of the office toa 
party in the editorial department who takes 
charge of such donations. Then an item 
acknowledging it is written and inserted in 
the Post-DISPATCH. The contribution ts for- 
warded to Secretary Fred Lucas of the Police 
Department, who receives it on behalf of the 
department, which bears the same relation 
towards the poor in such matters here 
as the Department of Public Charities 
does toward New York City. Mr. Lucas then 
distributes the donations according tothe 
police districts in which the destitutes reside 
and finally, after the money has passed 
through the hands of the captain or acting 
captain of the district the sergeant of the 
precinct and the patrolman on the beat, it 
reaches the party or parties for whom it was 
intended. The patrolman hands it over 
personally. 

No record is kept of the donations the police 
receive, for what come through the newspa- 
pers are — 4 a fraction of the total 
amount, which must amount to considera- 
ble. The Posr-Disrarcnh has taken the lead 
in giving publicity in its columns tothe — 
lice reports relating to the destitution exist- 
ing 2 yarn the city, and a careful 2 
of the back numbers gives ample evidence o 
this fact. 

THE WORK COMMENCED. 

On Nov. 22 a notice appeared to the effect 
that Mrs. Ellen Kehoe and her family of five 
children, ranging in age from (to 14 years, 
who were reported to be in destitute circum- 
stances at their home on Ashley street, had 
received the attention of the charitably in- 
clined and that $9.50 had been forwarded to 
them through this paper. Two days later 
another item made its appearance stating 
that fi was sent to the same family. 
On the 26th of the same month a notice ap- 
3 to the effect that $4 were forwarded 

o Mr. and Mrs. Henry Budde, an aged 
couple, who were in want, at their home on 
North Fifteenth street, and that another dol- 
lar was forwarded to Mrs. Kehoe. This closed 
the November record. 

In December an item is to be found in the 
issue Of the 5th, stating that $1 was forward- 
ed to the family of Wm. Matthews, who were 
in needy circumstances, at their residence on 
Carr street. 

Two days later an announcement was made 
of the fact that $l was forwarded to Mrs.

The issue of the 14th contained an item to 
the effect that $2 was forwarded to Mrs. Joe 
Dwyer, whose case was reported in the issue 
of the previous day.

Three days later $3 was forwarded ang; 
this paper to the Welch family, who 
were in a helpless condition at their 
home on North Ninth street.

STRANGE STORY OF A WOMAN MARRIED 
FIRST TO A MAN, THEN A WOMANS, 


The Death of Her Wife Brings to Light 
Again the Remarkable Career of One 
Who Was Both Wife and Husband—-A 
Woman's Wife.

NEw YorK, Jan. 16. —- Mrs. Annie Hindle was 
buried the other day and around her coffin 
was a group of people who have been more 
or less famous on the stage. Near it was 
Mrs. Annie Hindle the widower. No, it is 
not a mistake. The wife of a woman? Yes, 
Annie Hindle was Annie Ryan Hindle’s hus- 
band and the woman husband mourned be- 
side the coffin,of her wife. The story isa 
strange one but it is true. 

When Annie Hindle was s years old the 
woman who had adopted her, and who gave 
this protege herown name, put her onthe 
stage in the pottery district of Hertfordshire 
in England. The little girl sang well even sa 
early. Atthe outset she sang tender songs, 
with love as their theme, but, as she grew up 
and traveled to London, she enlarged her 
**repertory.’* One day, halt in jest, she put 
onaman’s costume and sang a rollicking 
ditty about wine, women and the races. A 
shrewd manager whe listened to her sawa 
new fleld open to her. In a week Annie 
Hindle was a male impersonator,’’ and al

Blanche Selwyn was unheard of; MaggieWes- 
ton was yet to come alonginthe crowded 
ranks of Hindle’s imitators. But in ’67 all the 
glory was Hindle’s, all the novelty was hers, 
and she got all the money, too.

PEN PORTRAIT OF A POSSIBLE PRESI- 
DENTIAL CANDIDATE. 


A Strong Personality—A Successful Farm- 
er and Lawyer—An Earnest Advocate 
of Tariff Reform and Sturdily Opposed 
to Prohibition.

WATERLOO, Jan. 14.—Sixty four years ago, in 
the latter part of John Quincy Adams’ presi- 

Gency, Horace Boles, now Governor of Iowa, 

was born in a snow-covered cabin in a little 

country village near Buffalo, N. 1. His 
father had been a common soldier in the war 
of 1812 and at the time of the boy’s birth was 
extractinga meager living from a Sterile 
farm. There never was a boy more com- 


pletely destitute of prospects than this one, ö 


‘Dut ne came of sturdy stock and his training 
strengthened the sturdiness which was a 
family characteristic, His father made him 
work on the farm during the summer and 
gave him the best of the very poor educa- 
tional advantages to 
neighborhood at that time. In spite, how- 
ever, ot the absence of good schools, Horace 
Boles got a fair elementary education in 
books, which fitted himafterward to study 
the law. At the same time he never forgot 
to love farming and outdoor occupation and 
is to-day one of the largest and most success - 
ful farmers in his adopted State. 

Although 64 years of age he possesses the 
vigor of his prime. He is silver-haired, and 
the crows of time have left many tracks about 
his clear gray eyes, which look out at you 
frankly and youthfully, His forehead is 
high and betokens intellectual strength. Hits 
nose is straight and large. His mouth and 
chin are strongand indicate great firmness 
and resolution. Heisa good talker and a good 
listener, and tells and hears a good story 
with equal relish, 

Twenty-five years ago Gov. Boles moved to 
Iowa and made his home in Waterloo. He 
had been admitted to the bar in 1852 and im- 
mediately took a prominent place among the 
lawyers of his new home. He had already 
, had some political experience, having served 
one term in the New York Legislature. He 
was 40 years old when he arrived in Iowa. 

MAKES FARMING PAY. 

He bought some land near the town and 
opened a law office in the city. He made 
money at the law, knew how to charge good 
fees and get them, and he invested his sur- 
plus in lowa farms. He has now thousands 
ot acres of land in lowa, and he is one ofthe 
practical farmers ofthe country. He makes 
his farms bring him in an income, and he

owns one in Grundy County, Io., about thirty 
miles from where he lives, which contains 
2,640acres, and every acre ofitisina high 
state of cultivation. He has aherdof 600 
head of cattle upon it, and half of the farm is 
devoted to stuck raising. He knows every 
detail in the management of it and he spends 
a portion of every year upon it, often going 
out into the fields and taking a place with 
Dis mon in the work. He spends his vaca- 
tions upon it now, and he used to spend one 
or two days ofeach week in looking over it.

These sketches will give the 
reader a iittle knowledge of the personal 
characteristics of the gentlemen from among 
whom the candidate will be chosen: 

William J. Stone of Nevada was born in 
Madison County, Ky., May 7, 1847, and came 
to Boone County, O., In 1868, where his 
brother, ex-clerk of the Circuit Court, re- 
sides, o was educated at a private school 
and at the State University of Missouri, of 
which he isa graduate. Although not regu- 
larly in the service in the late war, being too 
young, he was with the Seventh Kentucky 
Cavalry, C. S. A., a short time; elected Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Vernon County in 1872 and 
1874; was admitted tothe bar in 1867, and 
elected to Congress in 1884, 1886 and 1888. Mr. 
Stone in addition to his business as a lawyer 
is also engaged in farming and stock raising. 
He is one of the fluent talkers and finished 
orators of this State. 

Richard Dalton of Rallis County was born 
in the County Tipperary, Ireland, Feb. 3, 
1845, came to this country in childhood, 
Served in the Third Missouri Federal Cavalry, 
during the war, went to Ralls County in 1866 
where he has sinced lived.

GOV. FRANCIS’ PROCLAMATION ISSUED 
YESTERDAY EVENING, 


Matters to Be Considered by, the Called 
Session—Redistricting the State for 
Judicial, Legislative and Congres- 
sional Purposes, and to Provide for 
the Needs of the University at Colum- 
bia. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 16.—Gov. 
Francis this evening issued his proclamation 
calling the Legislature together in extra 
session. When asked by a Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent how long, in his opinion, the 
session would last, he replied: ‘‘Not more 
than twenty or twenty-five days.’’ 

The Governor left this evening for St. Louis 
and will go on to-morrow to Washington for 
the purpose of assisting Kansas City in her 
effort to secure the National Democratic 
Convention. 

Following is the Governor’s proclamation: 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 16. 
State of Missouri. Executive Department 

PROCLAMATION—By virtue of author ty vested in 
me, by the consftution of the State of Missouri, I. 
David R. Francis, Governor, do hereby convene the 
Thirty -sixth General Assembly in extra session at 


the Capitol in Jefferson City on nesday, Febru- 
ary 17, 1892, at 12 o'clock m. for the following pur- 


poses: 

To divide the State into fifteen congressional dis- 
tricts, in accordance with the number of represen- 
tatives in the Congress apporPones to Missouri by 
act of Congress approved Feb, 7, 1891. 

To divide the State into legislative or representa- 
tive districts, in compliance with the provisions of 
the state constitution, art. 4, sec. 

To re-form the judicial circuits of the State and to 
28 the salaries of the State judiciary. 

o make provision for the re-erection of the build- 
ings of the State University, recently destroyed by 


re. 
To cede to the Federal Government jurisdiction 
over Jefferson Barracks reservation while used asa 
military post. 

To make appropriation for the expenses of this 
extra session of the General Assembly.

THE SPEUIAL SESSION, 


HOW THE MISSOURI LEGISLATURE WILL RE- 
DISTRICT THE STATE. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan, 16.—The Legis- 
lature, when called, will be ‘required to re- 
district the State into Representative dis- 
tricts. The Constitution requires this to be 
done every ten years and by the Legisiqture 
which convenes after the census shall have 
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and all the other counties of the State to one 
member each, asnow. Although the official 
pulation of the city of St. Louis increased 
01,252 since the last census, her representa- 
tion in the lower branch of the General As- 
sembly increases only one member. 

In this apportionment the counties of John- 
son, Nodaway and Pettis lose one member 
each, their papulation being less than two 
and a half ratios, or 83,490. The city of St. 
Louls gains one and Jackson County gains 
two. Athough the population of the State 
has increased 510,804 since the last decennial 
apportionment, yet the number of Represent- 
atives elected this year will be the same as in 
the last ten years-—140: The apportionment 
of 1882 reduced the then House of Representa- 
tives three members. It will seen that 
under the present constitution the larger the 
population of the State is the number of Rep- 
resentatives in the Lower House of the Gen- 
éral Assembly remains the same or grows 
less, and that the representation will be dis 
proportionate as between the large and small 
populated counties of the State. In counties 
entitled to more than one Representative the 
County Court redistricts the county into rep- 
resentative districts. In the city of St. 
Louls, under the Constitution, this is made 
the duty of the Circuit Court. The State hay- 
ing been already divided into senatorial dis- 
tricts by the State officers the extra session

ILLINOIS* CONTRIBUTION TO THE LIST OF 
PRESIDENTIAL POSSIBILITIES. 


Something About the Man Who May Be 
Promoted—He Is Uncompromising in 
What He Decides Is Right—His Meet- 
ings With Douglass—Twice Married. 


SPRINGFIELD, II., Jan. 16.—It is generally 
‘conceded that Senator Palmer’s chances for 
the presidential nomination on the Demo- 

ticket this year are greater than those 
ofany other Western man, with, perhaps, 
one exception. The Democrats of this State 
are for Cleveland first, but in the event of 
Cleveland being an impossibility from any 
cause whatever, they are strongly in favor 
of Palmer.

Palmer stands very close to the people. 
His war record is an excellent one; he fMlled 
the Executive chair to the satisfaction of the 
people and his social standing is such that he 
is looked upon everywhere as an ideal ex- 
ponent of the masses. His motto is that a 
representative of the people should be us 
strong asthe law, no stronger; as weak as 
the law, no weaker,’’ and he insists at all 
times that the people should govern them- 
selves through their duly elected representa- 
tives. On the stump, in social converse or 
whenever the question of national affairs is 
under discussion he invariably holds that all 
power should lie as near the people as poss!i- 
dle and that taxation should be for public

John McAuley Palmer was born on a farm 
on Eagle Creek, Scott County, Kentucky, 
Sept. 13, 1817. His father, Lewis D. Palmer, 
and mother, Ann Hansford Tutt, were na- 
tives of Virginia, and were both descended 
from English ancestors, who were among the 
earliest settlers of the Old Dominion.’ 

Lewis D. Palmer was by trade a cabinet- 
maker, but very early in life became a farm- 
er. Hewasa Jeffersonian Democrat of the 
old school and was a soldier of the war of 
12. taking part as a private in all the bat- 
tles of the northern border. He was a man 
of more than ordinary intelligence, and, for 
the times, was a great reader. He was a 
most remarkable example of physical health 
and vigor, scarcely having a moment’s sick- 
ness. He continued to attend to business, 
walking a mile or more for that purpose each 
day, until his 89th year, when the confine- 
ment consequent upon a broken limb caused 
his Geath. 

Shortly after the birth of the Senator, the 
family removed from Scott to Christian 
County, Ky., where they remained till 183] 
when they removed to Illinois, and settled 
upon a farm on Wood River in Madison 
County. 

Senator Palmer received such education as 
the limited school facilities of the time and 
country afforded, and his tendencies to out 
door sports and occupations would permit. 

When he was 16 years old his mother died, 
which had the effect of breaking up the 
family consisting of seven boys and one girl.

In 1859 he was a candidate for 
Congress in a district in which he was per- 
sonally very popular, and with some show of 
success, but In the midst of his campaign the 
John rown affair at Harper’s Ferry oc- 
curred, which produced such a feeling 
Against the anti-slavery men as to defeat 
him by an immense majority. In 1860 he was 
elected elector-at-large on the Republican 
ticket. In 1861 he was a Gele- 
gate to tho Peace Congress In 
Washington and favored measures of com 
romise adopted by the conference. When 
he second call for troops was made he came 
forward and enlisted as a soldier, regardless 
of great home interests, aud on May 9, 1801, 
was — elected Colonel of the 
Fourteenth IIlinols Regiment of Volunteers.

AUGUSTIN DALY PRODUCES A PLAY 
WITHOUT ADA REHAN. 


“The Cabinet Minister” Did Not Contain 
a Part of Sufficient Importance—Play 
Pirates Still Abroad in New York—The 
New Productions.

New Ton, Jan, M4.—It is no new thing 
nowadays to steal a play, although It is con- 
sidered in correct form to refer tothe process 
asadapting. It remained fora young man 
named Benjamin Morton—who is no relation 
by the way to either of the nation’s chief 
executives—to introduce a new method of 
obtaining plays free of charge to the enter- 
prising New York managers. He called on 
Miss Elizabeth Morbury, who deals in plays 
and other dramatic commodities, a few days 
since and announced his intention of buying a 
play. He said he was related to Manager 
Harris, of the firm of Rich & Harris, and that 
he was a brother of the famous Walters sis- 
ters, for whom he wished to purchase the 
play. He decided on Grit,“ a comedy by 
Lisbecq, as the very thing, and said he would 
show it to the girls. Mr. Morbury innocently 
gave him the manuscript and Mr. Benjamin 
Morton effectually disappeared. 

Modjeska’s appearance atthe Union Square 
in a round of standard plays has added now 
laurels to the untiring artist’s fame. Her 
ceaseless work for the past ten years has 
left its traces on her personality, but 
there is not the siightest suspicion of un- 
evenness in her performances. The novelty of 
the week was tlie production of Tho 
Countess Roudin!i,’’ a new comedy of Russian 
life.

Boston, Jan. 12.—The dramatic event of 
the week has deen the initial production of 
the new war drama, ‘‘Shiloh,’’ at the Boston 
Theater, If it had nothing else to depend 
upon its startling realism and the elabornate- 
ness of the stage setting would be sufiicient 
to make it a success. But, aside from this,
